Commercial Treaties 


An interesting albeit serious international situa- 
tion has been created as a result of the efforts made 
by the United States to establish an American mer- 
chant marine. Twenty or thirty commercial treaties 
with most of the nations of the world hang in the 
balance and may have to be abrogated because of 
the provisions of Section 34 of the Merchant Marine 
Act, which directs the President to serve notice by 
September 3 of the abrogation of any clause or pro- 
vision in any treaty which forbids the United States 
from discriminating in favor of Americans and 
American shipping in the matter of duties and pref- 
erential rates. A veritable hornets’ nest has been 
disturbed by this section of the act, and it is open 
to conjecture whether foreign nations will agree to 
the sentiment expressed therein. The net result may 
be a complete abrogation of the treaties as a whole. 

A powerful merchant marine, to carry American 
products into every port of the world, is indispensable 
to the commercial and industrial growth of the 
United States. But necessary also, before foreign 
trade relations can be established upon an equitable 
basis, are commercial treaties between the United 
States and the foreign nations with which we intend 
to do business. 

Official protests have already been received 
against Section 34 of the Mefchant Marine Act 
from some of the foreign nations with whom we have 
reciprocal treaties, and it may be that our desire to 
establish our own fleets upon the high seas will be 
accompanied by retaliations and reprisals that will 
hurt instead of benefit our foreign commerce. Among 
the treaties affected are those made by this country 
a Belgium, Bolivia, Costa Rica, Honduras, 

reat Britain, Denmark, Italy, Holland, Paraguay, 

orway, Serbia and Spain. These treaties will 
profably have to be abrogated, with results that 
cannot now be foreseen. 

The absence of a commercial treaty ofttimes leads 
to tariff laws that discriminate between nations. A 
Case in point is the new tariff law of France, under 
which England can ship certain products into France 
at 50 per cent. of the duty imposed on similar 
American products. Imports of chemicals from the 

nited States into France are dutiable under the 
general tariff, while chemicals imported from Eng- 
and or certain other European countries with which 

rance has treaties providing for most-favored- 
nation treatment ax admitted under the minimum 
tariff. % 

_ This unfavorable treatment of American goods 
in France is due solely to the failure of the United 
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es to conclude a commercial treaty with France 
roviding for the extension of the entire minimum 
tariff. A limited number of minimum rates and cer- 
tain intermediaie rates between the general and the 
minimum are granted by France on certain Ameri- 
can products in accordance with an arrangement 
concluded between the two countries as a result of 
the retaliatory clause in the United States tariff of 
1909. The United States can not, under the present 
agreement, claim any additional tariff reductions 
without the negotiation of a new agreement. 

France gave notice about a year ago of her in- 
tention to abrogate our treaty with her. It should 
also be pointed out that France has donounced > 
commercial treaties, which put out of effect 
on three months’ notice. [his was done in prepara- 
tion for a new tariff which, it is believed, will serve 
as a basis for the negotiation of new commercial 
treaties. 

It can readily be appreciated that commercial 
treaties between nations are as vital to an equitable 
carrying on of international trade as are the ships in 
which to transport the products. The purpose of 
Section 34 of the Merchant Marine Act is to p 
mit of the assessment of lo ‘er tarif duties on goods 
imported in American ships, and of tonnage dues, 
harbor charges, etc., on such ships, with a view to 
encouraging the American shipping and shipbuilding 
industries. Laudable as this intention may appear to 
be, its going into effect may put the United States 
in the peculiar position of finding itself without trade 
rights in foreign countries. 

We must go slowly, very slowly, in this matter 
of preferential treatment of American shipping if we 
are not seriously to embarrass the business of the 
country. We must not be penny wise and pound 
foolish. It would be well to consider the problem 
from every angle, with an eye to the consequences. 
We cannot expect to discriminate against the com- 
merce of every other nation of the world and still 
expect them to permit us to enjoy the rights which 
reciprocal commercial treaties alone can secure to 
us. Let us go slowly.

New Chemical Classifications 

At a recent meeting of the Consolidation Classi- 
fication Committee held in New York city, the sur- 
prising fact was brought out that the method of ship- 
ping acids and other chemicals is still so primitive as 
to constitute a source of danger when these acids 
and chemicals are shipped in freight cars in conjunc- 
tion with other merchandise. For this reason, the 
committee advocates a reclassification of variots 
acids and chemicals, basing its stand on the ground 
that the present shipping classifications on chemicals 
of a corrosive or destructive character do not ade- 
quately protect the shippers of other commodities. 

This step has been under consideration for some 
time. The containers for the glass carboys in which 
so many shipments of acid are made are so fragile, 
it appears, that they do not withstand the rough 
treatment accorded them in loading and transporta- 
tion. In accepting a less than carload shipment in 
which the acids have to travel in cars with other 
merchandise, the destruction of the latter by leakage 
of the acid or breakage of the containers has become 
a heavy item in claims against the road. 

While new rates have not yet been announced, it 
is expected that a thorough revision of the present 
classifications will be adopted at the next meeting of 
the Consolidated Classification Committee, which is 
scheduled to be held at Chicago the week of Sep- 
tember 13. It is likely that the increases in some 
cases will be as much as 100 per cent. above the 
present rates, thus imposing a considerable added 
burden upon the chemical houses that will be 
affected. 

Here is a challenge to the inventive ingenuity of 
the manufacturer of containers that should not be 
permitted to pass. Protestations from the shippers 
of chemicals have been met by statements of fact 
from the carriers. The containers will not stand up 
under the strain of handling for any considerable 
length of time. The shipper, if he seeks to obtain 
lower classifications, must see to it that some style of 
container is adopted that will withstand rough treat- 
ment. Many of the present containers are totally in- 
adequate. The perfecting of a standard type of con- 
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tainer that will insure the safe movement of dangerous 
chemicals will go a long way toward offsetting the 
advance in rates under the proposed new classi- 
fication. 


Adulterated Kauri Gum 

Importers and consumers of kauri gum or prod- 
ucts containing kauri gum will be pleased to learn 
that the New Zealand Government has taken steps 
in earnest to break up the exportation of adulterated 
gums from that country. For some time certain ex- 
porters in New Zealand had been in the habit of 
mixing yacca with their shipments of kauri, leading 
to complaints from the United States and Canadian 
governments that the inferior quality of the gum was 
having a deleterious effect on their products. An 
order in council was issued by the New Zealand 
Government on May 21 last prohibiting the export 
of adulterated kauri gum, and under its provisions 
fines of £30 and costs were imposed upon an ex- 
porter who shipped a consignment of adulterated 
gum masquerading as the pure product. Yacca has 
about one-fifth the value of kauri, and is worthless 
in the varnish making industry, which is the largest 
consumer. This speedy action on the part of the 
New Zealand Government will doubtless serve as 
a warning to unscrupulous exporters to maintain 
the standards of the gums they ship abroad. The 
New Zealand Government is to be commended on 
the decided stand it took in this matter. 





Reparation Dyes and Chemicals 

News of the merger of five of the largest chémical 
concerns in the United States into one huge combi- 
nation with a capital of $300,000,000 serves not 
only as an indication of how our chemical industries 
have grown since 1914, but also as a proclamation 
of emancipation from the bonds of foreign manu- 
facturers. The potential strength inherent in so large 
a union of brains and finances will without doubt 
find expression in new and ambitious plans looking 
to the creation of a dye and chemical industry in 
this country that will be second to that of no other 
country. This is as it should be. In union there is 
strength. In a union of chemical manufacturers there 
is strength for the nation—commercially, in times 
of peace, and from the military point of view, in 
times of war. 

It was interesting to note in a recent statement 
issued by the War Trade Board that the chemical 
drugs of German manufacture made available to 
the United States under the terms of the Peace 
Treaty went a-begging. There was no demand for 
them whatever in the United States, the Board 
found, for the manufacturers here are making chem- 
ical drugs every bit the equal of the German made 
product and at competing prices. Not only are the 
domestic made drugs every bit as good as those 
formerly imported from abroad, but they are being 
produced in quantities sufficient to meet every de- 
mand in this country and leave a comfortable sur- 
plus for export. They consist not only of the syn- 
thetic organic chemicals of commerce, but likewise 
of practically all the German patented products. 

For years the American chemical and dye con- 
sumer has worshiped the fetish of imported goods. 
For some reason or another no earnest attempt was 
made prior to 1914 to build up the American in- 
dustries free from the influence of un-American 
brains and capital. We took the line of least resist: 
ance. Now that our eyes have been opened, we have 
commenced to do things. In dyes and chemicals we 
are demonstrating that we can do big things. 

Given a little more time, when the effects of the 
chemical merger shall have made itself evident in 
new and improved processes of manufacture, ex- 
tended laboratory research and the, development of 
new products, and we shall have no reason what- 
ever to fear the bugaboo of German competition. 
The consolidation will give to America a large and 
most comprehensive chemical company, whose 
strength and influence will be felt in all the markets 
of the world. We have established ourselves more 
securely in chemicals than we have in dyes. With a 
little encouragement, it will not be long before the 
dye industry of the United States will also be im 
position to supply the domestic demand for all requi- 
site dyestuffs.

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BRITISH CHEMICAL TRADE QUIET 
AND FEATURELESS DURING AUGUST 





Does Not Cause Concern, However, to Manufacturers Who Are 
Still Behind in Deliveries—Some German Goods 
on Market

the slackening demand causes little or no concern to manufacturers owing to the 
fact that they have not as yet caught up with their commitments, and have suffi- 
cient orders in hand to keep them well employed, says the Overseas Trade Monthly 


Bulletin. 


Purely heavy chemicals provide an ex- 
ception to the general quietness, being in 


good demand on home trade account, 
while, at the same time, selling mod- 


erately well for export. In this latter re- 
spect, a gradual improvement in the vol- 
ume of inquiries supports the belief that 
in the near future the overseas demand 
will materially revive. Sulphate of am- 
monia continues in supply unequal to 
meeting both home and overseas require- 
ments, but it appears likely that there 
will be available an increased amount for 
the latter purpose, owing to the fact that 
the Japanese qemand, usually forming one 
of the most important outlets, has re- 
recently materially diminished, thus mak- 
ing it possible to divert to other mar- 
kets a larger supply than hitherto. Never- 
theless, as exports are permitted only as 
the home requirements are filled, there 
appears no likelihood of the exportable 
surplus reaching sufficient volume to meet 
the demand. 

A fairly wide range of German chem- 
icals are being placed in this market, but 
the quantities are generally small. The 
exchange position, however, renders them 
attractive, and importers are finding no 
difficulty in disposing of the small parcels. 

The heavy buying of tartaric and citric 
acid for export has fallen off materially 
and only a moderate volume of business 
is being transacted. Prices for these de- 
scriptions, as well as several others, have 
eased somewhat, and in the trade gen- 
erally there appears to be, at the nio- 
ment, a rather easier feeeling. 

Coal-tar intermediates continue to meet 
a strong home demand, all available sup- 
plies being readily absorbed, and very lit- 
tle is licensed for export. 


The demand for dyes has been less 
abnormal during the past month, and 
there are indications that it may now 
settle down to a more normal level. The 


initial cause of the quieter tendency is 
undoubtedly a reflection of the recent de- 
pression in the textile industry generally, 
as it was dyes for this industry which 
were formerly so largely in request. This 
is, however, causing manufacturers no 
concern in view of the fact that the de- 


crease in the home demand enables them 
to devote a larger surplus to export re- 
quirements, which continue in excess of 
supplies, 

Dye manufacturers have recently been 
looking into the future of their industry 
with a view to possible competition and 
its effect upon this young—young, that 
is, in its present magnitude—industry, 
and recently the question was raised in 
the House of Commons. Sir Robert 
Horne, president of the Board of Trade, 
replied in terms which must have proved 
eminently satisfactory to those engaged 
in the manufacture of synthetic dyes. In 
his reply Sir Robert stated that :—‘“The 
experiences of the war made it apparent 
that the existence of a strong synthetic 
dye-making industry is a military neces- 
sity, and essential to the defense and se- 


curity of the United Kingdom, and 
pledges have on several occasions been 
given that steps would be taken to pro- 


tect this industry for a time, so as to 
enable it to be placed on a secure foun- 
dation. All the various’ alternative 
methods of fostering the industry have 
been considered, and the opinion of the 
government is that assistance can be 
most effectively given by the prohibition 
of the importation of synthetic dyestuffs 
except under license. An undertaking 
has already been given to this particular 
industry that this course will be adopted, 
and accordingly proposals to that effect 
will be embodied in a bill relating to 
key industries, which will be introduced 
and proceeded with as soon as_ possible. 
In carrying out this policy it will be the 
object of the government to facilitate 
the working of the trade as much as pos- 
sible.” 

In the light of the government’s in- 
tentions, as thus indicated, it is very ap- 
parent that the dye industry is to be 
strongly supported and fostered in this 
country, and the outlook for the future 
is, therefore, extremely promising. It is 
fully believed, and the recent remarkable 
growth of production and improvement in 
quality and range of dyes manufactured 
supports the belief, that the United King- 
dom will reach and maintain its position 
as the chief dye-producing country of the 
world.

Cottonseed and Products Freight Rate 


Increase Explained 


Inquiry has been made by many mem- 
bers of the Texas Cottonseed Crushers’ 
Association as to the percentage of 
freight rate increases on cottonseed and 
products within the State. 

The increase on vegetable oils 
per cent. On. cottonseed and all 
seed products, except oil, the rate in- 
crease is 35 per cent. The reason is 
that oils move under Texas Lines Tariff 
22-A, a Texas Railroad Commission tar- 
iff, while seed and all other products 
move under Texas Lines ‘Tariff 2-E 
which the Interstate Commission author- 
ized in the Shreveport rate case. 

Hence the seed minimum for single 
line is 9 cents instead of 6% cents, and 
for joint line hauls is 11 cents instead 
of 8 The maximum was 26% cents in 
any case, but is increased to 36 cents.

Breitenbach, president of Max J. Breiten 
bach Co., New York city, died at his 
summer home at Larchmont, N. Y. He 
was sixty-four years old. Funeral ger.

Mr. Breitenbach was closely ide ntified 
with the drug trade throughout his life 
His first business venture was in the re. 








tail drug trade. About 1885 he bought 
a drug store at 61 Bowery. The loca- 
tion was one of the historical spots of 
New York and was constantly in the 
public eye. Business flourished and he 
later added another store, this time at 
591 Madison avenue. The store still re. 


tains its name but long since has passed 
out of control of Mr. Breitenbach. 

The real beginning of his success in 
life came when he acquired the American 
rights to Gude’s Pepto-mangan. The 
medicine had been long known in Ger. 
many and when the German firm decided 
to enter the export field, it turned to the 
United States and Mr. Breitenbach. 

For both it was a fortunate association 
With characteristic zeal and enterprise. 
he at once began to familiarize the medi- 
cal profession with the virtues known and 
appreciated across the water. For years 
he restricted his development to the pro- 
fessional medical circles. Ultimately, he 
carried it directly to the consumer through 
a vast nation-wide appeal which was even 
more successful than the previous prac- 
tice had been. : 

To his sound business’ sense, Mr. 
Breiteribach brought professional train. 
ing of high order. After graduating from 
the Newark High School, he entered the 
New York College of Pharmacy, Colum- 
bia University, from which institution he 
graduated with honors. Throughout his 


life he retained a real affection for his 
alma mater and served on the Board of 
Trustees for many years. The Max J. 
Breitenbach prize testified to his devo- 
tions. The entire welfare of the drug 
business was always close to his heart 


and he Was ever ready to serve in any 
capacity through which he could advance 
the cause of medicine. 

The years brought him a_ wide ace. 
quaintance with men and affairs. Through. 
out the country his name was known to 
the medical profession as well as_ the 
commercial organizations working in that 
field. His funeral brought together a 
representative body of men who came 
to pay homage.

ARNOLD ANSWERS 
MATHIESON SUITS 


Alkali Company’s Allegations 
Denied in All Particulars 
by Sales Head 


Another phase of the legal controversy 
between the Mathieson Alkali Works and 
its former sales agents, Arnold, Hoffman 
& Co., is furnished in the answer of Kd- 
ward Ik. Arnold, senior member of the 
latter firm, which has been filed in the 
County Clerk’s office. Mr. Arnold replies 
to the allegations made by the plaintiff 
in its individual suit against him. 

His answer follows in its main prem- 
ises the same line of argument advanced 


by Arnold, Hoffman & Co. in combating 
the corporation charges that improper 
contracts for chemicals were executed 


and the business of the Mathieson Alkali 
Works handled in a detrimental manner 
by its agents. Mr. Arnold enters a gen- 
eral denial to the allegations, but makes 


no personal claim for damages, as does 
his firm. Arnold, Hoffman & Co. have 


counter-claimed in the sum of $1.600,601 
to the demand of the plaintiff for a recis- 
sion of its contracts and accounting. 

Mr. Arnold meets every allegation with 
a statement of denial and emphasizes the 
alleged fact that the acts complained of 
took place more than six years ago. He 
asserts the Mathieson corporation had a 
complete knowledge of the acts they now 
complain of and contends that the failure 
to initiate proceedings before now places 
the corporation beyond the pale of asking 
for legal redress. The statute of limita- 
tions, insists Mr. Arnold’s counsel, 
Hughes, Rounds, Schurman & Dwight, 
of 96 Broadway, has intervened and nul- 
lifies the plaintiff's action. 


PFISTER SUES 


Member of Wetterwald & Pfister Co. 
Asks Payment for Malachite 
Green Crystals 


Pfister has brought suit in the 
Court against the American 
Aniline Products, Ine., for payment on 
twenty-six barrels of malachite green 
crystals which he alleges were sold and 
delivered to the defendant. Pfister states 
in his complaint, prepared by M. Rosen- 
feld, of 280 Broadway. that his firm is 
known as Wetterwald & Pfister Co., and 
alleges that on August 9, last, at the 
special request of the American Aniline 
Products, Inc., his firm shipped to the de- 
fendant eight barrels of malachite green 
crystals for which it was to receive $3,000 
within ten days. 

Four days later, on August 13, con- 
tinues Pfister. a second consignment of 
ten barrels of malachite green crystals 
worth $3,000 was shipped to the Ameri- 
ean Aniline Products, Inc., under similar 
terms, and on August 18, eight more 
barrels were delivered to the defendant 
at the agreed price of $3,600, making the 
total cost of the three shipments, $9,600. 
Although the credit period has expired, 
Pfister alleges the buyer has made no 
effort to liquidate its indebtedness and he 
demands damages of $9,600, together 
with interest. The defendant has not yet 
filed its answer to the suit. 


P. W. Drackett Chemical Co. Sued 


for Alleged Damages 
CINCINNATI, Sept. 7, 1920. 
Contending that the P. W. Drackett 
Chemical Co. should have placed a 
warning on cartons of chlorinated lime 
which it manufactured, saying that the 
contents might explode when opened. Ora 
Smith, of Louisville, Ky., filed suit against 
the company in Superior Court for $5,560 
damages last week. The plaintiff says 
she opened a box of the company’s chlor- 
inated lime on August 29, 1919, and that 
the contents of the box were blown over 
face, mouth and eyes.

Grasselli Chemical Co. Plant’s Fumes 
Killed Stock, Plaintiffs Allege in 


West Virginia Suit 
CHARLESTON, W. Va., Sept. 8, 1920. 
Claiming that fumes from the Ziesing 
plant of the Grasselli Chemical Co. 
ruined the vegetation on their farms and 
in some instances caused the stock to 
die from a lingering sickness, farmers of 


Meadowbrook and Ziesing. Harrison 
county, have filed damage suits against 
the company in Clarksburg totaling 
$250,000. 

Cc. E. Hogg, formerly dean of the law 
school of West Virginia University, has 
been retained as chief counsel for the 
plaintiffs and will be assisted by six of 
the most prominent attorneys of West 


Virginia, it is said. Ten separate cages 
are filed against the company and in each 
the farmers assert that their farms “are 
not worth as much as the paper on which 
the deeds are written.” 


Edgertyn Aniline Corp. Sues for Al- 
leged Failure to Deliver Five 
Tons of Beta Naphthol 


The alleged failure of Walter F. Wel- 
ton, tradinw under the name of the Beta 
Chemical Co., at 30 Cliff street, to de- 
liver five tons of betanaphthol to the Ed- 
gertyn Aniline Corporation, has resulted 
in suit being brought in the Supreme 
Court for damages of $2,688. 

On April 6, last, alleges the plaintiff. 
an agreement was made with Welton to 


deliver during the month five long tons 
of betanaphthol, technical, of standard 
make, at the agreed price of 68 cents per 
pound. The Edgertyn corporation as- 
serts it was ready and willing to accept 
the naphthol, but charges the defendant 
with refusing to make delivery. Welton 
is said to have been notified by the buyer 
that it would expect delivery by July 26, 
a period of time which the plaintiff says 
was reasonable enough for the seller to 
comply with. This request was ignored 
by the defendant, alleges the Edgertyn 
corporation. 

Welton makes a general denial to the 
allegations in an answer filed by his at- 
torney, Benjamin F. Spellman. of 115 
Broadway. He denies any knowledge suf- 
ficient to form a belief that the allega- 
tions are true or as to the avowed wil- 
lingness of the buyer to accept delivery. 
He also disclaims knowledge of any loss 
sustained by the plaintiff and asks for a 
dismissal of the complaint. 


ELBY CHEMICAL 
SEEKS DAMAGES 


Asks $15,800 from Industrial 
Ownership Corporation in 


Sodium Case 


In seeking damages of $15,800 from the 


Elby Chemical Co., Inc., through an ac- 
tion begun in the Supreme Court, the 
Industrial Ownership Corporation, the 


local corporate name of Marden, Orth & 
Hastings Corporation, charges the de- 
fendant with breach of contract on bi- 
chromate of soda orders. Complaint in 
the suit was filed by Robert Honeyman, 
of 61 Broadway, attorney for the plain- 
tiff, and the facts alleged are sworn to 
upon information and belief by W. G. 
Heath. president of the Industrial Owner- 
ship Corporation. Mr. Heath explains 
that the plaintiff assumed its present 
name on or about January 17, last. 

Two orders for bichromate of soda are 
involved in the action. It is alleged that 
on February 9, 1920, an agreement was 
entered into whereby the Elby Chemical 
Co., Inc., promised to deliver to Marden, 
Orth & Hastings Corporation one carload 
of bichromate of soda, Mutual, in casks, 
at 20 cents per pound, f. o. b. New York 
city or Newark, N. J., at the option of 
the buyer. Delivery was to be made in 
April of this year and it is alleged that 
the contract was later confirmed by_both 
parties, Chembren Company by M. Shen- 
ken, acting for the defendant. 

While the Industrial Ownership Cor- 
poration asserts that the buyer fulfilled 
all its conditions of the contract, it 
charges the defendant with refusing to 
perform in that it would not make de- 
livery. On this account the plaintiff says 
it suffered losses of $7,800 which it de- 
mands. 

The second cause of action, in which 
damages of $8.000 are claimed. concerns 
another contract executed February 9, 
1920, for an additional carload of bi- 
chromate of soda at 1914 cents per pound. 
The same conditions governed this sale 
as in the other instance and the order 
was confirmed by the same agents. The 
Industrial Ownership Corporation alleges 
that the Elby Chemical Co., Inc., refused 
to perform on this contract, despite the 
willingness of the buyer to accept and 
pay for the merchandise. No answer has 
yet been filed by the defendant. 


Tide Water Oil Sales Corp. Asks 
$1,069 Damages

Ex- 
aie who study the building situation 
Seretully take the view that, while the 
qugust increase was not sufficient in 
itself to indicate an upward trend in 
construction activity, there are other 
factors which encourage the belief that 
the temporary slump is nearly over. 

They take it that this increase, al- 
though small, in view of the enormous 
demand for buildings of all classes, 
gives some indication of reawakened 
interest in carrying out the year’s 
building program. In some sections 
there is a shortage of labor in the 
building trades. On hearing a report 
that there were 7,500 carpenters out of 
work in Chicago, a New York con- 
tractor remarked that it was too bad 
they were not ll in New York, as they 
could all be ubed here. 

Scarcity of materials due to the rail- 
road situation and other causes have 
interfered with the letting of contracts 
to a certain extent, and the building 
program for this year is not as far 
advanced as it should be. The figures 
show that there is a vast amount of 
deferred construction at present. Fig- 
ures on contemplated construction for 
the first eight months of the year total 
$3,661,451,000. This is about a third 
larger than what would be considered 
normal for this period. To preserve 
the normal proportion, contracts award- 
ed for the period should have totaled 
about $2,400,000,000; whereas the actual 
total was only $1,952,528,000, making 
a deficit of $450,000,000 to bring con- 
struction up to normal, and leaving a 
difference between the total on building 
projected and contracts let of $1,708,- 
923,000 for the eight months’ period. 

The contracts actually let during the 
first eight months of the year, in the 
twenty-five States reported on, totaled 
$356,214,000 more than the contracts 
let in the same States during the cor- 
responding period of last year. 

August building contracts in the New 
England states amounted to $22,921,000, 
a decline of 23 per cent from the July 
figures. 

For New York and Northern New 
Jersey the August total was $38,431,000, 
an increase of five per cent over July. 

The district comprising Eastern 
Pennsylvania, Southern New Jersey, 
Maryland, Delaware, the District of 
Columbia and Virginia, showed a total 
for the month of $21,648,000, a decline 
of seven per cent from the July figures. 

The Pittsburgh district, in which is 
included Western Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia, Ohio, Kentucky and Tennes- 
see, showed an August total of $35,5 
000, which was practically the 
as the July figures. 

The Central West, comprising the 
figures for Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Wis- 
consin, Michigan, Missouri and Eastern 
Kansas, showed a total of $81,468,000, 
an increase of 12 per cent over July. 

The Northwest, Minnesota and North 
and South Dakota, made the poorest 
showing of the sections from which re- 
ports were obtained. The total for this 
district was only $5,592,000, a decline 
of 40 per cent from the July figures. 

The figures present an _ interesting 
study of the amount of money that is 
going into new residences in the differ- 
ent sections. In the New England dis- 
trict, 27 per cent of the total contracts 
let were for residential buildings; in 
the New York district, 33 per cent; 
in the district taking in Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and Washington, 21 per cent; 
in the Pittsburgh district, 27 per cent: 
in the Central West, only eight per 
cent and in the Northwest, 29 per cent. 

With so much work planned and not 
yet begun, it is probable that the rest 
of the year will show greater activity 
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in the building line than has been evi- 
denced during the past summer months. 

teports from all sections show that 
a satisfactory amount of repainting is 
being done right along. There can be 
no doubt but that the efforts that have 
been made to educate the public to a 
realization of the economy to be found 
in a free use of the paint brush is 
proving successful. A great deal of 
re-painting is always done by owners, 
and the fact that labor has been so well 
employed this year has caused a cer- 
tain class of painting to be held back. 
The fact that all over the country men 
are planning to paint “when they get 
the time” will mean a continued use 
of the paint brush, even if there should 
be a temporary check in general busi- 
ness activities as some pessimists seem 
to like to predict. 

There has been little change in the 
market for paints and paint materials 
since our last report. Producers are 
well engaged in most lines clear up 
to the end of the year. The increase 
in freight rates has not effected prices 
which, as a rule, are firm and un- 
changed. The demand for mixed 
paints, which is the key to the whole 
situation, continues good, and promises 
to so continue. If there is the increase 
in building operations, which some 
well-posted people expect, there will, 
of course, be an improved demand for 
paints. The year has been a busy one 
for the entire industry, and promises 
to so continue to the end. 

Following will be found detailed re- 


ports on the principal items of the 
trade:- 


PIG LEAD AND SPELTER 


: PIG LEAD.—The pig lead market is 
in a somewhat unsettled state. The 
leading producers still quote the old 
price of 9c. New York and 8.75c. East 
St. Louis, but this price does not mean 
that lead can not be bought cheaper. 
Outsiders are quoting New York all 
the way from 8.75c. to 8.55c. Im- 
porters asking 8%c. duty paid on dock 
New York. On the Exchange 8.70c. 
was asked for this month delivery. 
There is a possibility of getting East 
St. Louis deliverv at 8%4c., and con- 
sumers are naturally not willing to pay 
the price of the large producers. How- 
ever, the leading interests are well en- 
gaged and do not seem willing to re- 
duce their price at this time. The 
fact that the market is being shaded 
has not brought in any rush of busi- 
ness, and the market this week has 
been a rather slow one. 

SPELTER.—The zine market 
been quiet this week. Consumers are 
doing little buying at this time. Oxide 
makers are showing no interest. Prices 
range from 8.10c. to 8.15¢c., New York 
delivery. and from 7.75c. to 7.80c., East 
St. Louis delivery. It is reported that 
there is between 500 and 1,000 tons 
afloat from England for September de-

livery here, and consumers are in- 
clined to look for a lower market in 
the near future. The belief in lower 


prices is strong enough to make for a 
dull demand at this time. The de- 
mand outside of the pigment business 
is good, but consumers are not placing 
much new business at this time, as 
they are well under contract. 


PIGMENTS 
BARYTES.—-There is no 
ment in the barytes situation—that is, 
the material is just as scarce as ever. 
As long as lithopone makers are will- 
ing to pay almost any price for crude 
barytes there is not much chance for 
the price of floated barytes to come 
down. Some of the large producers 
have not been quoting for some time, 
and are still sold up away ahead. 
There is little or nothing obtainable 
under $26 a ton at the mills for prime 
white, and it is difficult to get imme- 
diate deliveries at any price. There 
seems nothing in the situation to sug- 
gest any decrease in the price in the 
near future. Of course, if there 
should be heavy imports of crude 
barytes it would the situation to 
an extent, but there has been nothing 
received for some time, and consumers

As long as 
prices are not reduced business will be 
held back.

There is not a commercial center of any importance in any part of the World where the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter does not circulate. 
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The feature of the naval stores mar- 
ket this week has been an improve- 
ment in the demand for rosin. Early 
in the week sales of rosin in the local 
market were made as low as $13.50, 
put later in the week the market ral- 
lied, going up with the Southern mar- 
kets, and because of an improved de- 
mand in the local market. | In spite of 
the bad labor situation in England, 
which may result in a tie-up of all 
industries, there has been some buy- 
ing for export to England, both in this 
market and in the South. In fact, it 
was English buying that checked the 
decline in the price of rosin. Since 
England started it there has been some 
buving for export to other countries. 
South America was a buyer during 
the later part of the week. The do- 
mestice demand, however, continues 
slack. American consumers still seem 
to think that the price of naval stores 
is high. It may be that they do not 
give thought to the fact that $14 a 
barrel for rosin today is equivalent to 
a $7 price in the good old days before 
the war. Consumers, however, rest 
assured that there is going to be no 
shortage of naval stores this year, and 
are not disposed to accumulate stocks. 
The weakness of the market recently 
has encouraged the holding out for 
lower prices, and the slight rally that 
has occurred in the price of rosin this 
week has not alarmed consumers to 
any extent. There is a disposition on 
the part of the domestic consuming 
trade to wait to see whether it is only 
a fluctuation or the beginning of a 
real rally, and no disposition to admit 
that there is any possibility of any 
advance of moment. 

The turpentine market has been 
steady. That is about all that can be 
said for it. The Southern markets are 
a little stronger than they _were last 
week, but the New York price 1s still 
$1.49. 

England was a good buyer of tur- 
pentine for a time, but withdrew from 
the market some weeks ago. There 
has been a little export buying this 
week, but not much. The Continent 
has turned largely to the use of tur- 
pentine substitutes, but England still 
prefers the real article. The bad labor 
situation in England is, of course, 
against the market at this time, and 
the trade does not expect any active 
demand for English account until there 
is some settlement of the troubles in 
that country. American consumers 
take the same stand on turpentine that 
they do on rosin. They are buying only 
what they need for immediate con- 
sumption, and are not inclined to do 
anv stocking up at this time. 


TURPENTINE 


It has been a slow week in the tur- 
pentine market, but there is a better 
undertone, and, for the time being at 
least, the decline has been checked. 
The Seuthern markets have advanced 
a very little, and the local market has 
held steady. There is still a slow do- 
mestic demand, and the export demand 
has been slow for some time. There 
has been no pressure of spirits on the 
market, and holders have been inclined 
to withdraw their goods from the mar- 
ket when the price did not suit. The 
decline started when the English ex- 
porters stopped buying, but there has 
been no aggressiveness on the short 
side. The fact that there had been a 
good deal bought for export before the 
decline occurred made the export trade 
more disposed to favor the market 
than to try and depress it with the 
idea of getting in at a lower level. 
The receipts should begin to slow down 
in the South from now on, and stocks 
are not large for this season of the 
year. The local stock has been small 
for a long time, transportation diffi- 
culties having been against the ac- 
cumulation of large holdings in this 
market. There seems no reason for 
expecting any heavy buying for export 
to England as long as there is danger 
of a strike in that country that will tie 
up everything. But an improvement 
in the domestic demand would not be a 
surprise, as the buying by American 
consumers has been light for some 
time, 

The price quoted in the local market 
at the end of the week—$1.49 a gallon 
—was just the same as at the end of 
the previous week, but there was an 
improvement in the tone of the market 
that was perhaps partly a reflection of 
an improved tone in the rosin market 
Rosin and turpentine often fluctuate 
in opposite directions, but the pro- 
ducers of one are the producers of the 
other, and the fact that there was an 
improvement in one branch of the 
naval stores market this week made 
for a better feeling all around.

ROSIN 


There has been a decided improve- 
ment in the tone of the rosin market 
since our last report. In the local mar- 
ket all grades sold down to $13.50 be- 
fore the rally came, but the end of the 
week found the quotation $14.25. In 
making the advance New York was 
only following the Savannah and Jack- 


sonville markets, where the rally start- 
ed. After the Labor Day holiday both 
Savannah and Jacksonville opened at 
an advance. Jacksonville quoted 
higher than Savannah on Tuesday, but 
by Thursday Savannah was quoting 
higher than Jacksonville. Jacksonville 
has the larger stock, and sales there 
this week have been larger than at Sa- 
vannah, 


It has not been because of any im- 
provement in the domestic demand that 
the market has rallied. The domestic 
demand this week has been about as 
dull as ever, both in the New York 
market and in the South. There has 
been some buying by England, how- 
ever, and South American buyers— 
after being out of the market for some 
time—have shown interest this week. 
The market was in such shape that it 
did not require a great deal of sup- 
port to stop the decline, for holders 
were tired of seeing prices fade away, 
and had ceased to press rosin for sale. 
There has been a great decline in the 
price of rosins, and when the purchas- 
ing power of a dollar, and the increased 
cost of production is considered, naval 
stores producers cannot see why pres- 
ent prices should not be considered 
very reasonable. There is no difference 
being made in grades in any of the 
markets just now. There was talk 
that the heavy movement of pale 
grades was over for the season, and 
that the pale grades might again begin 
to demand a premium. There has been 
nothing of the sort as yet, however. 
lt is take your pick at the price, with 
water white and LB costing just the 
same.

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PAINT’S EFFECT 
ON ILLUMINATION 


Symposium in Painters Maga- 
zine Discusses Subject from 
Various Angles 


The September issue of the Painters 
Magazine contains an important and in- 
forming symposium on the “Effect of 
Vroper Painting on ITlluminaion.”’ The 
main article is the product of A. L. Pow- 
ell, engineering expert of the Edison 
Lamp Works of the General Electric Co., 
and treats of the latest conclusions ar- 
rived at through research and experimen- 
tation as to the best color schemes and 
most efficient painting to attain the great- 
est degree of lighting qualities in indus- 
trial plants, offices and_ schools, ind 
stores and residences. It deals also with 
permanency of wall finishes, methods of 
applying the paint, economics of the sit- 
uation, and gives a table of the coeflicients 
of reflection. 

Following the main article appear three 
others by H. A. Gardner, director of the 
Institute of Industrial Research; R. 1. 
Hallett, research chemist of the National 
Lead Co., and Ek. W. Storey, factory man- 
ager of John Lucas & Co., Inc. 

Mr. Gardner supplements the previous 
information with pertinent facts about 
the use of magnesium carbonate. the re- 
quirements of flat wall paints and the 
economics of the situation 

Mr. Hallett adds to the information 
concerning flat and gioss finishes, and 
takes issue with Mr. Powell's statements 
concerning the efficiency of white lead 
Mr. Hallett contends that the yellowing of 
white lead in oil is due solely to the pres- 
ence of the linseed oil; so that where a 
proper vehicle is used for the purposes 
under discussion, white lead paint resists 
yellowing and maintains its’ reflective 
value as well as paints made with the 
other white pigments. 

Mr. Storey points out that the subject 
of the effect of proper painting on illu- 
mination is one that property owners 
cannot have too strongly impressed upon 
them. He explains more fully the desig- 
nations of mill white and flat wall pint 
or enamel, and verifies the preference of 
a flat effect over a glossy enamel effect. 


FRENCH CHALK ON WAY 


First Shipment Since 1914 Consigned 
to Taintor Trading Co. 


Reports have recently reached here 
that a shipment of about 1,200 tons of 
French chalk, quarried near Dunkirk, 
has been booked for New York via. the 
steamship Pipestone County, due to ar- 
rive about September 20. The shipment 
is, as far as known, the initial one to be 
made to the United States since the dis- 
continuance of importations on account 
of the Great War. Many of the French 
quarries were demolished as a result of 
the conflict, most of them being situgted 
ins what was the area of severe fighting. 
It probably will be some months before 
anything like a normal resumption of 
pre-war activity is reached. but in the 
exportation of an initial cargo it would 
appear that France gives another indi- 
cation of her desire to resume her pre-war 
activities. The shipment referred to 
above was negotiated by Andrew Weir & 
Co., of London. through their agents in 
Dunkirk, and is consigned to the Taintor 
Trading Co., Inec., 9 State street, this 
city.

This business is not active 
enough, however, to give the market 
any real strength, and stocks are 50 
large that the export movement 15 
relatively small. One of the large re- 
finers has taken up practically all the 
oil that has been tendered on Septem- 
ber contract. This has prevented the 
spot month from becoming demoral- 
ized. It was necessary for someone te 
take up the deliveries, but the fact that 
a leading refining interest has been 
stopping the notices, is not any indi- 
cation that this interest needs any 
oil at this time. In point of fact, all 


the leading producers have large stocks 
on hand for this season of the year. 
There has been little cotton ginned 
in any state, except Texas, SO that 
Texas is the only state with any con- 
siderable amount of new crop seed on 
hand at this time. There is, of course 
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some in the southeast, however, and 
on Friday southeast crude—which for a 
long time has been quoted as nomi- 
nal in the local market—was quoted at 
104 c¢. bid. This is rather higher than 
erude oil is being quoted at in Texas. 
In the contract market there was 
some pressure, commenced to develop 
on the December, January and March 
positions aS a result of hedge selling, 
and this sort of selling will increase 
as the season grows older. There is 
as little bullish sentiment as ever in 
the future market, but as a large part 
of the trading in contracts Is purely 
speculative, its relation with the actual 
spot situation is no closer than is that 
of the future markets in lint cotton to 
the real spot markets of the belt. 
There is little demand for new crop 
oil, which is natural, when it is con- 
sidered how much oil was carried over 
from last year’s crop. The export busi- 
ness promises to improve somewhat, 
put there is no possibility of it becom- 
ing active enough for months to come 
to relieve the pressure of stocks upon 
the market. There seems to be little 
to look for on the long side, in spite 
of the fact that there has been a big 
decline in the price. It is not to be 
expected, however, that a decline such 
as has been seen in this market can 
be continued indefinitely. If there 
should be unfavorable developments in 
the European political situation, it 
would have a bearish effect on cotton- 
seed oil.

OTHER VEGETABLE OILS 


CHINAWOOD ORL — The market 
here has been steady in tone, and fu- 
tures have gathered strength. There 
were sales of stock in barrels, f. 0. b. 
New York, at 17%c. per pound. Some 
people, however, do not see much hope 
in the argument that prices will con- 
tinue to be higher. On the whole, 
however, the situation is a difficult one 
to conjecture on. Business was done 
at l6c. per pound in barrels at the 
Pacific coast. Tanks were quoted at 
15%c. on prompt or balance of the 
year. 

COCONUT OIL.—This market has 
ruled fairly steady, and some people 
believe that there will be little fluc- 
tuation in the next thirty days. Soapers 
and others are not buying much, but 
holders do not show any disposition to 
change views. The contention seems 
to be among holders that values can 
not go any lower in view of present 
costs, among them the cooperage 
values, New barrels cost about $6, and 
this means a considerable addition to 
the quotation on oil when it is coop- 
ered. Ceylon type of oil in barrelg was 
quoted at 15c. per pound, and refined 
at 17%c. in barrels here. Basis 5 per 
cent. maximum 7 per cent. oil was 
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quoted at 134%@13%c. per pound in 
sellers’ tanks, f. o. b. Pacific coast. 

COPRA.—Stocks continued light lo- 
cally, and interest was not large. The 
last quotation on stocks at the Pacific 
coast was 7c. per pound, South Sea 
sundried. A round lot of Tahiti sun- 
dried was offered the other day for 
October shipment at 7%c. per pound, 
f. o. b. Pacific coast, not in bags. The 
better tone in vegetable oi.s is encour- 
aging handlers of this product. Re- 
cent sales of stock at New York were 
at 8\4c. per pound, bags. 

CORN OIL.—The market reflected 
the improvement in a competing oil, 
and crude was quoted at 9\4c. per 
pound in sellers’ tanks, f. o. b. Chicago. 
Refined in barrels at New York, round 
lots, 16.26c. The deliveries are for 
September. A producer with a plant 
in the West stated that he was out of 
the market, and still maintains that 
there will be a light production during 
the month—lighter than it has been 
for years, on account of the poor de- 
mand for primary products of corn. 


OLIVE OIL.—The spot market on 
edible oil remained weak, and this de- 
spite the strength of futures. There is 
an absence of trading on spot and in 
futures. It was stated that denatured 
oil is bare of the market. Seville edible 
oil sold this week here at $3.60 per gal- 
lon in barrels at New York. Prompt 
shipments of Tortosa oil were quoted 
at $3.80 per gallon by importers of 
Spanish oil. The level of the market 
locally is $3@3.60 per gallon. Olive 
foots, prime, ex-warehouse, ,are 10@ 
lle. 


PALM OIL.—The palm oil market is 
rather quiet and values are unchanged. 
Soapers and others are not much inter- 
ested. There has been some trading in 
futures, but of a restricted sort, and 
evidencing precaution. Lagos on spot 
or about due was quoted at 104 @10%c. 
per pound in casks, and Niger at 10c. 

PEANUT OIL.—There’ has_ been 
some improvement in the buying end 
in the period, those who are in a posi- 
tion to absorb displaying more inter- 
est*than in the preceding week. There 
were sales of Oriental at around 10%c. 
per pound, sellers tanks, Pacific coast, 
September shipment. The basis of the 
market for September was 9c. _ Sell- 
ers’ ideas on futures were lie., and 
buyers’ 10%4,c. Some domestic crude 
oil, old crop, was quoted at 104c. per 
pound, buyers’ tanks, f. o. b. mill. 
Some mills will be soon quoting new 
domestic oil for late November ship- 
ment; others will be prepared to sell 
for earlier delivery. Domestic refined 
oil was quoted at 17c. per pound in 
round lots, f. 0. b. New York. Pros- 
pects for selling Oriental oil direct to 
Europe, and trading with that conti- 
nent in preference to the States, grow, 
as the market here does not present a 
favorable outlook, in the view of im- 
porters. There has been some trading 
lately with Europe on the part of the 
Oriental shippers, and the makers of 
refined oil in this vicinity have felt it. 
The absence of receipts of Oriental 
crude oil will mean that domestic oil 
will be depended upon to supply the 
people here. The domestic producers, 
at least some of them, say that they 
will be able to compete with the 
Oriental on a better scale than ever. 
There is nothing upon which to base 
this view yet, and there will not be 
until the quotations on domestic oil 
begin to be heard. Domestic people 
do not look for more than a change of 
a cent either way during the next 30 
days in refined oils, which are now 
fuirly steady. 

PERILLA OIiL.—This market has 
been dull in the period, for there has 
been an utter lack of trading. Im- 
porters report nothing in the line of 
trading. Last quotations were at 12c. 
per pound in sellers’ tanks, f. 0. b. 
Pacific coast. 

RAPESEED OIL.—This market, @o 
far as the spot situation is involved, 
is steady. Demand has been of a 
routine sort, and stocks are not mov- 
ing better than in a small way. Blown 
oil was quoted at $1).60 per gallon and 
refined at $1.40, spot goods in barrels. 
Shipments to arrive were quoted as 
follows:—Blown, $1.25; refined, $1.20. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—The market has 
held fairly steady in the period, and 
stocks were not regarded as large, de- 
spite the fact that there has been some 
selling to realize quick cash. Spot 
stocks in New York sold at 13c. per 
pound, and at 13%c. during the week, 
although barrel goods—which the be- 
fore-mentioned prices refer to—were 
held at 13%c. that being the level of 
the market. Spot and rolling tanks 
were quoted at 94@9'%ec. per pound, 
f. o. b. Pacific coast, sellers’ carriers. 
Sellers ask as high as 104%c. per pound 
for futures—October forward. Refined 
oil in barrels at New York sold at 15c. 
per pound this week.

19,000,000 pounds, and appraised at 
$4,685,941, were sent out of the country 
in the seven months ended July 31, as 
against 103,940,148 pounds, valued at 
711,790, for the seven month term- 










inating in July, 1919. The latter 
figures show a decline of nearly 85,- 
000,000 pounds. 

Neutral lard shipped out in the 
month of July amounted to 1,883,492 


pounds, valued at $430,282, as against 
9518423 peunds, valued at $947,992, 
in July, 1919. Pure lard shipments in 
July were 47,061,422 pounds, as against 
68,191,734 pounds in that month of 1919. 
Value of shipments of pure lard:

(July, 1919). Compound lard exporta- 
tions for July of 1920 reached the total

STEARINE.—This market has ruled 
fairly steady; stocks of lard stearine 
light.

Some foreign stock is due here soon. 

TALLOW.—The market has been 
sluggish and small interest is seen in 


offerings as a whole. Competition of 
foreign goods has been a cause for 
weakness, as has the reluctance of 


City spe- 
cial was quoted at 10c., loose, in drums; 
prime city, loose, 9c., and edible, 12c.

ANIMAL OILS 


This market showed hardly any 
change in the period that passed since 
the last report, trading conditions 
quiet and the market’s tone weak, 
weakness especially in stearic acids 
and some other inedible products. The 
freight advances, varying from 25 to 
40 per cent. over the rates which were 
effective up to August 26, have made 
necessary readjustment in a number 
of price schedules, and it is a difficult 
problem to give prices, for the changes 
affect nearly all shipments, and there 
is no flat rate, each case must be fig- 
ured separately. News that textile 
mills have begun operations in places 
where they had been shut down was 
regarded as favorable, of course. Con- 


ditions in a number of oils are de-

DEGRAS.—The market has_ held

for the coming weeks. Extra was 
quoted at 2le. per pound in tierces;, 
prime, 19%c.; lower, 16%c. 


Extra oil was in demand for export, 
but there is not much activity in prime 
oil. 

A total of 3,833,162 pounds of this 
oil, valued at $805,533, was exported in

STEARIC ACID.—A weak condition 
exists in this market, and only a small

Indications were, however, that there 
would be improvement; for, during the 
last few days a number of industries 
have resumed operations, and such a 
development will be reflected in this 
market. Single pressed was quoted at 
i19@20c. per pound; double, 20@2Ic., 
and triple, 244%,@25c., all carload-lots. 

TALLOW OIL.—Values have rested 
fairly steady, with inquiry and busi- 
ness of a small volume. Some export 
buying interest was lately seen in the 
market, and, of course, it has been 
subject to higher transportation costs, 


as has the coastwise business. There 
have been a number of people who 


were holding for higher prices than 
those asked by some packers. Acidless 


tallow oil was quoted at $1.27 per gal- 
lon, less than carload-lots. 


FISH OILS 

Fish oils were listless in 
and a number of minor oils 
vanced on account of the increase in 
railroad freights. Among them were 
sperm and whale oils. Freights from 
New England, which were 41%c. per 
hundred pounds, have soared to 55'%e. 
Wooden barrels have become higher in 
price, seconds costing $4.25. There 
have been a number of offerings made 
in the local market which were lower 
than the prices current schedules, the 
goods quoted f. o. b. Pacific Coast. 
There was no change in the menhaden 
oil market, sellers appearing to hold to 
their views. A summarization of mar- 
ket conditions under their various 
headings is printed below:— 

COD OIL.—These oils have continued 
strong in tone; trading of a routine 
sort. Barrels are now considerably 
higher than they were, and the added 
cost of freight has caused a readjust- 
ment in schedules. Advances in freights 
vary from 25 to 40 per cent. and bar- 
rels have reached $4.25 for seconds. 
Newfoundland tanked oil was quoted 
at $1.05@1.15 per gallon. and domestic, 
$1@1.10. 

HERRING OIL.—The market has 
been quiet and offerings of some stocks 
at lower than the market—involving 
low-acid oil—attracted no attention. 
Vegetable oils have been reflecting a 
poor tone to this market, and it is be- 
lieved that there will be no improvement 
in fish oil until the oils in the other 
group are buoyed up. No. 3 Oriental 
oil was quoted at 60@65c. per gallon in 
sellers’ tanks, f. o. b. Pacific Coast, and

CHICAGO OIL MARKET 


V egetable Oils 


CHICAGO, Sept. 9, 1920. 


Several dealers in the vegetable oils have ex- 
eased the opinion—perhaps expectation would 
prpetter—that there would be a little more of 
. market from now on than there had been. 
There is a considerable amount of inquiry and 
a little more real business, but not much more 
than a promise of better times coming. The 
buyers are still insistent on low prices, and the 
pulk of the business seems to gravitate to the 
cheapest product that can be used for any pur- 
ose. The views of buyers and sellers are still 
ide apart on many lines, and each is holding 
aa believing that soon the other will have to 
acceed to his terms Just now the two-day 
‘holiday really three days, for Saturday was a 
closed day in many offices- has held back some 
business, and the financial situation is still 





severe. . 
“The paint and varnish industry is slow to 


order, and the explanation is not that business 
is poor, for it is not, but that most concerns 
showed up with a heavy inventory and they 
are trying to get rid of as much of the high- 
cost material on old orders as possible. Any 
changes in costs in the paint and varnish in- 
dustry are not at all likely to come before the 
beginning of next season. Many paint grind- 
ers are still working on back orders, and the 
prospects for fall are considered excellent. 
SOYA BEAN OIL.—The market for this im- 
ported oil is a little stronger—not much, but 
still noticeable. The paint buyers are still not 
interested, but sales are reported to renderers. 
Offers are being made and some business done 
on the basis of 9'sc. for September shipment in 
sellers’ tanks, f. 0. b. coast. There is less oil 
offered for September than a week ago. For 
October and forward the offiers are at 94@9%c 
Locally the market is quiet, with a little local 
business doing on the basis of 12%@13c. for 
crude and refined 15c. Edible oil is offered at 
15%@15'%c. in barrels, f. 0. b. Buffalo. 
PEANUT OIL.—Offers are made of peanut 
oil from the Orient at 10@10\c. coast in sellers’ 
tanks for September bill of lading. October is 
quoted at 10%c. and November forward at 
10%c., same point of shipment. Buyers do not 
give the market much attention, claiming that 
the offers are too high compared with cotton- 
seed and other oils Edible peanut oil is 
offered at 16c. in car lots and 16%c. in less than 
ear lots, but buyers insist that the spread is 
too great and that it must be bought for less 
COCONUT OIL.—There is quite a little doing 
here and the market is considered as having 
taken on a firmer tone. The butter makers 
will be coming into the market for larger 
amounts in the early fall. The trade in this 
product is on the increase with both the butter 
makers and the soapers, who find that it has 
merits that are not obtainable in other oils in 
quantities. For October there have been actual 
sales at 13%c. and bids are made on that fig- 
ure, and 134%@13%c. is the price named for 
November forward from the coast in sellers’ 
tanks. In less than car lots the spot price is 
16%4c. from warehouse in five-barrel lots. Ed- 
ible oil is sold at 17%c. in similar way. The 
sale is mentioned of a car lot of ‘‘snowflake’’ 
at 12%c. coast in barrels for December delivery. 
CORN OIL.—This is today the least expensive 
oil to be had, and the trading shows that the 
buyers are after the low-priced materials. The 
uses of corn oil are so numerous and so many 
of the large industries can make it available 
in their business that when the price is to the 
views of buyers there is, as at present, some- 
thing doing. At the close of last week the 
price of corn oil in actual sales was 8%c. in 
sellers’ tanks at Western points. Since then 
the market has advanced to 9%c., and sales are 
reported of tank cars at that figure. In buyers’ 
tanks, point of production, the price is 8'4c.

COTTONSEED OIL.—This is not considered 
a good time to trade in cottonseed oil, it being 
more of a speculative than a consumers’ mar- 
ket.

CHINA WOOD OIL.—There is little inquiry 
for this oil, and the paint and varnish trade 
show but little interest. They are generally 
trying to reduce their inventories, which are 
heavy, and to work off the high-cost materials 
which showed up in that list. Much of the 
China wood oil cost a considerable amount 
more than the price at which it could be re- 
placed in the market. In fact, some owners of 
this oil have asked the brokers to resell it for 
them, but the prices at which they have offered 
this resale oil have not been attractive. Lin-

Linseed Oil Factors File Answers to 
Government Suit in Chicago—Sub- 
stantially Same as Others 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 8, 1920. 


Word has been received here that 
answer has been filed in the Federal 
Court at Chicago by four defendants 
in the government’s anti-trust suit 
against linseed oil concerns. These 
defendants are the National Lead Co., 
American Linseed Co., Goodrich Co. 
and Hirsh & Bagley. It is stated by 
counsel connected with the case that 
this answer is substantially like that 
filed previously in behalf of the other 
defendants. The denial of the gov- 
ernment charges is in some _ respects 
more specific in the last answer filed 
than in the first one, it is said. Attor- 
neys for the defense are quite confident 
that the government will be defeated in 
the trial of the linseed case.

Fish Oils 


Prices are practically unchanged here, as 
there is too little really doing to warrant a 
change in quotations.

They are waiting for 
some improvement in the prices of competing 
oils and greases. Some of the paint trade use 
considerable quantities at times in their 
cheaper grades, but they have not been asking 
quotations lately.

Grease, Lard, Stearine and Tallow 


The market has been interrupted by a three- 
days holiday, which has cut into the business 
but the greatest deterrent to transactions is 
the very different views of the buyers and 
sellers. The buyers are holding out for lower 
prices and are taking in just as little as they 
must. They claim that they must have lower 
prices and that they are due. Makers, on the 
other hand, are producing in limited quanti- 
ties and are in a pretty good position except 
on the lower grades, which they admit are 
dragging. Users are not running to the full 
capacity, which helps their buyers to keep out 
of the market. This is particularly true of

COCONUT OI1L.—Business in this oil has 
been fairly active during the week, several 
sales being reported at 13@13%c. per pound, 
and 13\%c. was done toward the end of the 
week. Available stocks are not very large and 
higher prices are looked for. 
¢\WERILLA OIL.—While perilla oil in cases is 
offered as low as l2c., c. i. f. Pacific Coast, 
the price for barreled oil is still around 13'¢c., 
although sellers’ tank cars were quoted at 13c. 
The present unsettled tendency in domestic 
linseed oil‘is probably responsible for buyers 
holding back at what would appear to be very 
low prices for this oil. 


Copra Cargo of 700 Tons Jettisoned 


in Pacific Ocean to Save Vessel 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 6, 1920. 


The jettisoning of 700 tons of copra, 
worth 250,000, saved the Java-Pacific 
freighter Arakan. which went ashore last 
Sunday in a dense fog on the coast near 
Point Reyes, after the vessel had for 
three days appeared to be doomed. 

The floating of the Arakan was hailed 
as a remarkable feat in maritime circles. 
Captain Cecil Brown, of the Marine Un- 
derwriters, and Captain A. F. Pillsbury, 
formerly of the Shipping Board, were put 
in charge of the salvage work. The 
steamer Homer, of the Hanlon Dry Dock 
Shipbuilding Co., under command of Cap- 
tain tichard Seike, also was credited 
with effective work. One million dollars 
worth of cargo was saved. 








REPORTER TRADES IN ST. LOUIS 
SUBJECT ‘OF SPECIAL BULLETIN 


Annual Statement of Business Prepared by Merchants’ Exchange 
Presents Review of Year 1919 in Many Industries 


ST. LOUIS, Sept. 8, 1920. 
The advance sheets of the annual state- 
ment of the trade and commerce of St. 
Louis for 1919, reported to the Merchants’ 


Exchange. just off tne press. states 
that :— 

On account of the stagnation in the building 
industry the output in the paint, oils and var- 
nish lines was smaller than in the preceding 
year, but the advanced prices caused by the 
searcity and higher prices of all kinds of 
materials and supplies brought the money value 
of the goods sold up sufficiently to show a 
good gain over the sales for the preceding 
year. Business was limited by the scarcity 
of labor, and the disposition on the part of 
the public to put off improvements and repairs 
as long as possible. In spite of these handi- 
caps, however, according to well posted manu- 
facturers and dealers, the total volume of 
sales approximated $1,500,000, or more than 
a quarter of a miilion dollars more than for 
the preceding year. Business for the year 
1920 is restricted by the scarcity of labor and 
supplies and the stringency of the money mar- 
ket. 

As a manufacturing and distributing point 
for drugs and chemicals St. Louis in 1919 
scored another big gain, and her position in 
the front rank of the markets in these lines 
was easily maintained, as the volume of sales 
was fully 25 per cent. larger than that of 1918, 
which was the largest on record up to that 
time. St. Louis has the largest drug house in 
the world, and several of the largest chemical! 
manufacturing plants in the country are lo- 
cated there. A number of the local plants 
made big increases in their capacity, and sev- 
eral outside manufacturing concerns availed 
themselves of the advantages of this market 
by establishing distributing agencies here. The 
difliculty in securing foreign shipments of 
chemicals was an advantage to this market, 
as there was a heavy increase in the consump- 
tion of home manufactured goods, which have 
made an enviable reputation in the drugs mar- 
kets of the country. It is estimated that sales 
of drugs and chemicals, druggists’ sundries 
and proprietary goods in 191% amounted to 
spproximately $45,000,000. Collections were 
good, and the prospects for the coming year 
are excellent. 

St. Louis soap manufacturers and distrib- 
utors without exception report a record break- 
ing business in 1919, both in regard to the 
tonnage sold and the money value of the prod- 
uct. Labor and raw materials were scarce and 
high priced, but much less difficulty was ex- 
perienced in this respect than in 1918. Not- 
withstanding the high prices the demand was 
phenomenal throughout the entire year, and 
while the factories all increased their produc- 
tion and did a capacity business throughout 
the year they were unable to keep pace with 
the demand. Glycerin prices were much lower 
than in the preceding year, but were higher 
than normal, and caustic soda was scarce and 
high priced, increasing the cost of productior 
‘0 @ great extent, but buyers eagerly paid 
the advanced prices St. Louis manufacturers 
did comparatively little export business, al- 
though there were wonderful opportunities in 
that direction, as they were unable to care for 
their regular business. Collections were un- 
usually good throughout the year, and pros- 
pects for the coming year are bright It is 
esimated that the volume of sales of soaps 
and candles in St. Louis for the year was over 
$7,000,000, or 23 per cent. more than in 1918. 





War Contractors to Be Prosecuted by

_ Three hundred and twenty-four war 
contractors are to be prosecuted by the 
Government, it is learned at the Depart- 
ment of Justice.

The cases were 
referred to the Department of Justice by 
various other branches of the Govern- 
ment.

CANADIANS BUY 
BRITISH DYES 


Trade Indications That Ameri 


can and Swiss Makers Face 


Severe Competition 


TORONTO, Sept. 8, 1920. 

A well-defined effort on the part of 
3ritish manufacturers of dyes to favor 
Canada at the expense of the United 
Kingdom in furnishing supplies to the 
textile and other trades is being felt by 
the Canadian representatives of Ameri- 
can and Swiss producers of dyestuffs. To 
secure the Canadian market against 
United States competition is undoubtedly 
the aim of tne English houses. Behind 


their comparative neglect of their home 
markets is the confidence that British 
buyers will always be available for Brit- 
ish dyes. 

This summary of conditions does not, 
however, vitiate the prediction made to 
the Reporter three months ago by the 
representative of a British house that 
cut-throat competition in the dye trade 
in Canada would not emerge for another 
year and a half. Nothing like a full 
renge of dyes is yet available in this 
country from any source. In fact, there 
has been no considerable widening of the 
range of colors in stock or on price lists 
in Canada since May. 3ut it is equally 
true, according to men recently arrived 
from Manchester and now active in the 
dyestuffs trade here, that Canada is do- 
ing better than Great Britain with re- 
spect to prices and supplies of British- 
made colors. In other words, Canadian 
buyers are now benefiting from the be- 
lief of the British producers that Brit- 
ish buyers prefer British goods to such 
an extent that whenever they want to 
the British producers can recapture the 
home market, no matter how strong a 
hold the American, French or Swiss pro- 
ducer may appear to have gained. 

In support of this contention it is said 
that some Manchester dealers have even 
bought British dyes after their shipment 
to America and, after paying freight 
both ways, have cleared a shilling per 
pound on sales to Lancashire customers 
—so potent is the conservatism which 
binds Englishmen to English products. 
Such transactions are said here to have 
occurred in the last six months and to 
be still possible, so long as the British 
dye manufacturer does not learn the 
trick by which the brokers defeat his 
desire to get a grip on foreign trade.

promptly. If the railroads were obliged to buy 
535,000 new cars at the present price of about 
$3,000 per car, it would cost them $1,605,000,000 
and would cost the public at least 6 per cent. 
a amount in the form of increased freight 
rates. 

“The average freight car spends its time as 
follows:—37 per cent, of the time in the hands 
of the shipper or receiver; 43 per cent, moving 
from the point of loading or unloading to the 
terminal where it is put into a train or onto a 
transfer track; 11 per cent. in a train moving 
from one terminal to another, and 9 per cent. 
laid up for repairs. You, as shippers and re- 
ceivers of freight, can effect a substantial re- 
duction in the 37 per cent., and the railroads 
can effect an equally substantial reduction in 
the 43 per cent. 

‘*You can load and unload your cars promptly 
if you will. As a rule the railroads allow you 
48 hours free time to load your cars and 4s 
hours to unload them before making any 
charge for demurrage. If you will use only 
one-half of this time, thus releasing your cars 
in one day instead of two, and in addition wii 
order according to your loading capacity, re 
strict your car order to today’s program, avoid! 
the duplication of car orders, and avoid th 
use of cars for storage purposes, you shoui:! 
be able to reduce the time that the averag: 
freight car spends in your hands from 37 }. 
cent, to 22 per cent. of its total time, and 
thus add 360,000 cars to the available car 
supply. 


Average of 20 Round Trips 


“The average freight car makes twenty 
round trips each year. By reducing the tim: 
needed for each trip 15 per cent., you will en- 
able the car to make twenty-three round trips 
each year. This is equivalent to adding 1. 
per cent. of 2,400,000, or 360,000 cars to the 
available car supply. 

‘The average capacity of the freight cars of 
the country is 41.6 tons. Some commodities, 
including coal, steel, ore, sand and gravel, can 
be loaded 10 per cent. beyond the marked 
capacity of the car. Others, including the bulk 
commodities of various kinds, occupy a grea 
deal of space without adding proportionately 
to the tonnage carried by the railroads. In 
loading commodities belonging to either © 
these classes you should disregard the pre- 
scribed minimum carload provision for your 
commodity and, if possible, load your cars to 
their maximum capacity. 

‘In 1919 the average load per loaded car of 
all commodities on all the railroads of the 
country as a whole was 27.8 tons—only 67 per 
cent, of capacity. The railroads have now un- 
dertaken to attain an average of 30 tons per 
car. If you will co-operate with them and 
add an average of 2.2 tons to each carload, 
you will add nearly 8 per cent. of 2,400,000 
cars, or 175,000 cars to the available car 


supply. 
Speeding Up Program 


“The Association of Railway Executives, 
representing 95 per cent. of the railroad mile- 
age of the country, has unanimously adopted 
a program for speeding up car movement and 
increasing car efficiency in which they under- 
take, with the co-operation of the public, to 
secure for the country as a whole an average 
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daily minimum movement of freight cars of 
not less than 30 miles per day; an average 
loading of 30 tons per car; reduction of bad 
order cars to a maximum of 4 per cent. of 
total owned; an early and substantial reduc- 
tion in the number of locomotives now unfit 
for service; more effective efforts to bring 
about the return of cars to the owner roads. 


“You can help to reduce the present ex- 
cessive number of bad order cars. The last 
monthly report submitted by the carriers shows 
7.4 per cent. bad order cars in the United 
States, as against 5.7 per cent, at the begin- 
ning of Federal control, an increase of 50,000 
cars unfit for use and actually out of service. 
It should ordinarily be possible to keep the 
number of bad order cars below 4 per cent. of 
the total number owned and, if that condition 
could be brought about, it would result in im- 
mediately making effective on the railroads as 
a whole in the United States more than 75,000) 
cars that are now out of service because unfit 
to run. 


“You can help the railroads to reduce the 
number of bad order cars by loading your cars 
carefully so as to avoid the injuries to thr 
car that frequently result from the shifting of 
freight in transit.’’

To this list he adds tar and pitch, substances 
which are artificially manufactured and will 
not be here considered. Maltha, he says, is a 
term applied to the softer varieties of natural 
asphalts and he does not consider it a definite 
compound. Petroleum, natural asphalt and 
the non-asphaltic pyrobitumens will not be 
here considered, since they are in general 
better known than the other natural hydro- 
carbons. Only the most important properties 
and uses are given in the following descrip- 
tions of the individual species, 


Ozokerite 


Ozokerite is a native hydrocarbon of the 
mineral wax group varying from white through 
yellow to a brown or a dark green or black 
with a white or pale brown streak, hardness 
less than 1 to 2, conchoidal fracture, dull to 
waxy luster, a melting point of 140 deg. to 
200 deg. F., and a specific gravity of 0.85 to 
1.00. It is soluble in ether, petroleum, ben- 
zine, turpentine and carbon bisulphide. Ozok- 
erite is really a natural paraffin, probably de- 
rived from petroleum high in paraffin by meta- 
morphism or polymerization, but its melting 
point is higher than that of the paraflin ordi- 
narily extracted from petroleum. 


It is found in several localities, but the most 
important sources are at tjoryslaw, Galicia, 
Austria, and an area in Wasatch and Utah 
counties, Utah, 1 to 4 miles wide and 12 miles 
long. In the Boryslaw district the ozokerite 
occurs as veins associated with petroleum in 
schists and sandstones and is mined by means 
of shafts and drifts. Between 1860 and 1865 
an ozokerite or ‘‘mountain tar’’ boom was 
started there and it is stated that 5,000 to 
6,000 shafts were sunk. The _ ozokerite is 
found in three veins; one is 30 feet wide and 
two others 4 to 5 feet wide crossing the first 
at right angles. Some petroleum flows along 
the drifts and good ventilation is necessary 
to prevent accumulations of gases. The crude 
wax is roughly sorted underground, hoisted to 
the surface, cobbed by hand and again sorted 
into several grades which are refined sep- 
arately. Sefore the war practically all the 
ozokerite used in the United States came from 
the Galician fields, 8,191,529 pounds being im- 
ported in 1914, with a value of 6.1c. per pound 
at the point of exportation. During the war 
imports were cut off and the Utah production 
was greatly increased, 

The largest deposits are in Utah near Col- 


ton, Utah county, and Soldier Summit, 
Wasatch county, along the Denver and Rio 
Grande Railroad, about 90 miles from Salt 
Lake City. The Colton deposits have been 


worked in a desultory way for many years, 
and much development work was done, but 
competition with the Galician product was im- 
possible and the operations were suspended. 
During the war the Soldier Summit deposits 
were reopened, a new plant installed and pro- 
duction started on an important scale. The 
ozokerite occurs as a filling of brecciated 
zones in fissure veins in sandstones and shales. 
The veins vary in width from zero to 5 or 6 
feet and the ozokerite in the veins from mere 
films to 22 inches The ozokerite content of 
the veins varies widely, but 15 per cent. is 
usually about the maximum. As both the 
veins and the ozokerite fillings are very ir- 
regular in shape and extent, much prospecting 
and development work is necessary. The de- 
posits are developed by shafts, adits, drifts 
and cross-cuts. The ore from the mine is 
sorted, crushed and subjected to a refining 
process. Several methods have been used, 
varying principally in mechanical details, but 
the underlying principals are similar. The 
ore is placed in steam-heated vats with water 
and raised to a temperature of 54 deg. to 
70 deg. C. The wax melts and floats off as 
a liquid into cooling vats, while the rock is 
removed either continuously or intermittently 
from the bottom. The impure wax is purified 
xy a second boiling and the tailings from the 
first tanks are retreated, producing an impure 
wax which is later purified, a middling prod- 
uct which is returned to the first tanks, and 
clean tailings which are wasted. The purified 
wax is heated in an open tank to remove en- 
trapped moisture, and then cast or molded into 
blocks for market. 

Ozokorite may be used either as the purified 
wax or as ceresine, which is made by further 
refining ozokorite. The wax may be purified 
by mixing with alkali and filtering through 
fuller’s earth, anima! charcoal or magnesium 
cate Ceresine may be made by heating 
ozokerite with 20 per cent. concentrated sul- 
phuric acid, by weight, to 120 to 200 deg. C., 
but by this method there is a large treatment 
loss By another process ozokerite is distilled 
in retorts with superheated steam, cooled, sub- 
jected to hydraulic pressure, again melted, and 
treated with fuming sulphuric acid while being 
constantly stirred. Lower grades of ozokerite 
are sometimes simply distilled with super- 
heated steam yielding paraffin, lubricating oils 
and naphtha. Galician ozokerite yields on 
distillation 38 per cent. paraftin, 21 per cent. 
lubricating oils and 25 per cent. petroleum. 
The residue from the purification of ozokerite 
by distillation is known as ozokerite pitch, and 
when mixed with 50 per cent. India rubber has 
been marketed under the name of okonite. 
Okonite is used as an electrical insulating ma- 
terial 

Ozokerite and ceresine differ mainly in color 
and melting point, ceresine being white and 
having a higher melting point. Ozokerite vase- 
line is made by filtering ozokerite through ani- 
mal charcoal twelve to thirty times and dis- 
tillation with superheated steam at 250 deg. C. 
for three or four hours. Ozokerite and ceresine 
are used for the manufacture of wax figures. 
dolls and candles; as a substitute or adulterant 
for beeswax; as a covering to protect metals 
from moisture, acide and alkalies; for making 
waxed paper; for lining barrels, bags and acid 
tanks: as a foundation for waxes, polishes, lini- 
ments, salves and plasters; for imitation ala- 
baster statuettes and decorations for confec- 
tions; for artificial honeycombs; for making 
boot-blacking and polish, varnish, shoemakers’ 
wax and floor wax; as a base for a variety of 
lubricants from axle grease to gun oil; in the 
manufacture of leather polish, sealing wax 
and pomades, and as electrical insulation. A 
very large and important use, which took most 
of the domestic output in 1918, was an acid- 
proof coating for electrotypers’ plates. Ozoker- 
ite pitch is used as electrica! insulation and 
for the manufacture of “hard rubber’ tele- 
phone receivers, etc. 

In 1918 74,000 pounds of ozokerite were pro- 
duced in the United States and 1,810,000 pounds 
were imported, in comparison to no domestic 
production and a total of 8,191,529 pounds im- 
ported in 1914. The prices quoted in New York 
for ozokerite in May, 1914, were 22 cents per 
pound for crude brown to 30 cents per pound 
for crude green. Recent prices quoted in New 
York are given at 35 to 36 cents per pound for 
crude brown, 60 to 61 cents per pound for black 
164 deg. and 78 to 79 cents per pound for 182 
deg. Ceresine, yellow, is quoted at 14@15 cents 
per pound and white at 15@16 cents per pound, 
f. o. b. New York city.

By this method 90 per cent. of the 
wax content of the lignite is recovered. The 
lignites used contain 1 to 20 per cent. of mon- 
tan wax and pyropissite 50 to 70 per cent 
extractable with benzol. The crude wax from 
Thuringian lignites is hard and _ brittie, by: 
that from the Bohemian lignites is softer, 

No montan wax is produced in the United 
States, but practically all is made in Saxony. 
It is used in the manufacture of phonograph 
records, shoe polishes, electrical insulation ang 
many other products similar to those listeg 
under ozoker.te. 


Gilsonite 


Gilsonite or uintaite is an asphaltite charac. 
terized by a black color, conchoidal fracture 
bright to fairly bright luster, red-brown streak. 
specific gravity of 1.01 to 1.10, hardness of 2 
and a melting point of 250 to 350 deg. F. ft 
is found only in the United States in a belt jn 
the Uinta Basin about sixty-five miles long 
extending from Rio Blanco county, Colorado, 
into Uinta county, Utah, most of the important 
veins being in Utah. The veins are more or 
less parallel, having a general strike of north. 
west to southeast. They vary in _ thickness 
from a few inches up to 18 feet, and some are 
over eight miles long. Branch veins joining 
the main veins at very acute angles are com- 
mon. 


The methods of mining gilsonite are very 


crude, little machinery being used. Little or 
no timbering is necessary, as the walls are 
usually strong and stand well. The ore ig 


hoisted from underground, sorted and packed 
in bags holding 200 pounds. Two grades are 
marketed—‘‘selects”’ or ‘‘firsts’’ and ‘‘seconds.” 
‘‘Selects’’ are taken from the center of the 
vein and have a bright lustrous, conchoidal 
fracture. ‘‘Seconds’’ come from near the walls 
and have a semi-conchoidal and semi-lustroug 
fracture. 


In 1918 31,918 tons, valued at $863,826, or 
an average of about $27 per ton, f. o. b. cars, 
were shipped from this district. Since the 
freight from the mines to the railroad averaged 
about $10 the average price f.

Gilsonite is used principally for the manufac. 
ture of paints, varnishes and japans, and it is 
regarded by some as the most valuable hydtp- 
carbon for this purpose. Unlike grahamite, 
gilsonite and glance pitch will mix in all pro- 
portions with fatty acid pitches. Such mix- 
tures are utilized for a great variety of pur- 
poses, such as those described under wurtzilite 
Gilsonite is also used to a large extent in the 
rubber industry. Pure rubber is sensitive to 
heat and cold, but a vulcanized mixture of 
gilsonite and rubber has different phy al and 
chemical properties and will resist both oxida- 
tion and changes in temperature In such in- 
stances gilsonite may not be regarded as an 
adulterant but as a valuable constituent. Gil- 
sonite also is used to some extent in prepared 
roofing and flooring materials, in paving ce- 
ments and, when mixed with other hydrocar- 
bons, in pressed and molded insulation, elec- 
trical insulating tape, etc 


Glance Pitch 


Glance pitch somewhat resembles gilsonite, 
but has a higher specific gravity and a black 
Streak instead of brown. It is black in color, 
with a bright luster, a conchoidal to hackly 
fracture, hardness of 2, specific gravity of 1.10 
to 1.15, and a melting point of 250 to 350 deg. 
F. It is probably derived from a pertroleum 
of a different character than gilsonite, and 
Stands in the series between the native asphalta 
and grahamite. A variety of glance pitch 
found in Barbados is known as manjak, but 
this name is also applied to a variety of gra- 
hamite, having quite different properties, from 
Trinidad These are both discussed under 
**Manjak.’’ 

Glance pitch is found in Chapacote, Mexico; 
Barbados; Colombia, S. A.; Syria, and Egypt 
it is usel largely for the manufacture of 
jupans and varnishes, 


Grahamite 


Grahamite is a black asphaltite with a luster 
varying from dull to very bright, a conchoidal 
to hackly fracture, black streak, specific grav- 
ity of 1.15 to 1.50, hardness of 2 to 3 anda 
fusion point of 350 to 600 deg. F., according to 
Abraham (work cited). Grahamite is found in 
many localities, having been first discovered 
and worked in Ritchie county, West Virginia, 
but the largest vein in the world is in Jack- 
fork Valley, twelve miles west of Tuskahoma, 
Okla. This vein, 19 to 25 feet thick and a mile 
long, fills a fault in a shaley sandstone dipping 
at an angle of 37 to 50 deg. As is common in 
such deposits the grahamite near the walls 
differs from that in the middle of the vein, 
with a bright, conchoidal fracture near the 
center and a dull, hackly fracture near the 
walls. This deposit has been worked extensive- 
ly and many thousand tons removed Large 
deposits have been worked in Pinar del Rio 
Province, Cuba, and near San Fernando, on 
the Island of Trinidad. Other deposits are 
known in Colorado, Texas, Mexico and in 
Havana and Santa Clara provinces, Cuba. 

The chief use for grahamite has been in the 
manufacture of prepared roofing, due, it is 
claimed, to the fact that mastic made from it 
is more resistant to grease and oil than the 
ordinary type. Since vrahamite is fused with 
difficulty, it is usually softened with a heavy 
asphaltic flux. When so fluxed it is less sus- 
ceptible to heat than gilsonite and is more 
rubbery and elastic. It is also used, either 
fluxed or mixed with other bitumens, in the 
manufacture of varnishes, rubber substitutes, 
as a filler for brick and artificial stone blocks, 
electrical wire insulation and in molded insula- 


tion. 
Manjak 


Manjak is a term which has been loosely 
applied both to glance pitch from Barbados 
and to a soft variety of grahamite from Trin- 
idad. However, this distinction is more ° 
technical than practical interest, because the 
Trinidad grahamite approaches the Barbados 
glance pitch very closely in physical proper 
ties. Abraham (work cited) says of the 
Trinidad grahamite, ‘‘at the center of the vein 
at a depth of about 120 feet the grahamite has 
a lower fusion point, closely resembling the 
Barbados glance pitch, thus serving as a lin 
between the grahamite and the glance pitch,

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SANTONIN OUTPUT 
IN RUSSIAN HANDS 


Distribution Formerly Controlled 


by Germany—Great Britain 
Now Gets Crops 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8, 1290. 


Santonin is a hard crystalline sub- 
stance, the formula of which is C,;Hs.Oz. 
It is extracted from the unmatured flower 
of the plant Artemisia maritima (Arte- 
misia cinea), which is grown exclusively 
in the Kirghiz Steppes of the northwest- 
ern part of Turkestan—Syr Darya and 
Semiryetchensk Province —— and in the 
Semipalatinsk Province of the steppe _re- 
gion of Siberia, states the Russian Divi- 
sion of the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce in a recent commerce 
report. The principal source of the crop 
of zedoary is generally considered be- 
tween the cities of Tashkent and Semi- 
palatinsk. Zedoary seeds, Semen-contra, 
can also be obtained from an African 
plant called Flores cinea barbarici, but 
this plant differs from the Turkestan 
species in that it contains a different 
chemical composition and can not be used 
as a source of santonin. Thus, the only 
source of this product is the plant Arte- 
misia cinea in Turkestan. 

During the last few years the produc- 
tion of santonin was controlled by_ the 
shareholders of the Santonin Co. in Rus- 
sia, which was in turn controlled by the 
heirs of I. I. Ivanov, in Tashkent. Prior 
to the war the Santonin Co. sent its entire 
production to Germany to be refined and 
received from that country about fifteen 
poods (one pood=36.1128 pounds) of the 
refined product each year, which quantity 
was all that was needed for Russian con- 
sumption. Thus Russia had_the monop- 
oly of the production and Germany the 
distribution of that important medicine. 

According to Russian official statistics, 
the amount of santonin exported from 
Russia to Germany and Great Britain 
during the years 1910-1916 was as fol- 
lows (ruble at par of exchange=$0.5146) :—

The foregoing figures show that the of- 
ficial valuation of santonin per pood in- 
creased from 55 rubles in 1912 to 390 in 
1913. In 1914 the valuation was 465 
rubles, in 1915, 2.337, and in 1916, 1,910 
rubles. Prior to the war the exports went 
to Germany: since then they have gone 
to Great Britain. 

No data are available as to whether 
the Santonin Co. gathered only a part of 
the Artemisia cinea crop or whether there 
were crops that would have yielded a 
larger production. 


LIGHTEST METAL KNOWN 


Magnesium Remains Comparatively 


Unaltered Under 


Atmospheric Conditions 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 8, 1920. 


The lightest metal now known that re- 
mains comparatively unaltered under 
ordinary atmospheric conditions is mag- 
nesium, which is only two-thirds as heavy 
as aluminum, says the Geological Sur- 
vey, which continues in a statement as 
follows :— 

Magnesium is a_ beautiful  silvery-white 
metal that has been made in the United States 
only since 1915 and is now made at but three 
plants. It is known to comparatively few 
people, and to most of those few chiefly as a 
silvery powder used for making flashlights in 
photography. It was imported from Germany 
for this use for many years. During the 
World War large quantities of powdered mag- 
nesium were made in the United States for use 
in star shells designed to illuminate battle 
fields at night, as well as in special shelis de- 
signed to show in the daytime exactly where 
the shells containing it exploded The white 
cloud by day and the brilliant white pillar of 
fire by night—both striking features of the bat- 
tlefields of the World War-—were produced by 
the combustion of magnesium 

Magnesium in massive form, as sticks or 
rods, is used to deoxidize other meta!s in foun 
dries and is a constituent of alloys More 
magnesium is now used as a deoxidizer or 
scavenger in metallurgy than for any other 
purpose, but its employment in alloys is in- 
creasing and may eventually become the 4arg- 
est one. An alloy of magnesium and alum- 
inum is used in making castings for aircraft 
engines and parts of airplanes The skeleton 
of the British airship R-34, the first dirigible 
to cross the Atlantic, is an alloy of aluminum 
and magnesium, and the yacht Resolute, the 
defender of the America’s Cup in the races 
in July, 1920, as well as the alternative de 
soeer, the Vanitie, carried gaffs made of this 
anoy. 

The demand for metallic magnesium has 
slackened since the war, however, and in 1919 
its production in the United States amounted 
to 127,465 pounds, valued at $247,302, a de- 
crease of 55 per cent. in quantity and 60 per 
cent. in value from 1918

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ABROGATION OF COMMERCIAL 
TREATIES THREATENED 
BY MERCHANT MARINE ACT

President Has Not Notified Foreign Governments, Though Time 
Set for Such Action Is Past—Secretary Alexander Believes 
Act Will Not Hurt Foreign Trade 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9, 1920. 


The 90-day period provided for in the 
merchant marine act, within which the 
President was directed to notify foreign 
governments of the intention to abrogate 
any treaty or part of a treaty which 
prevents the United States Government 
from discriminating in favor of Ameri- 
can ships, in the matter of tonnage dues 
or lower tariff duties on goods imported 
in such ships, has elapsed, but as yet 
there has been no official statement, an- 
nouncement or other action taken, so far 
as known. 


It is intimated that the matter has 
been referred to President Wilson and 
that a statement may be forthcoming in 
due time. Officials of the State Depart- 
ment say nothing, although it was ad- 
mitted by them before the expiration of 
the 90-day period that commercial treat- 
jes with some 25 nations contain provi- 
sions against discrimination in favor of 
American ships such as that referred to 
above. 

Although the 90-day limit has expired, 
it is doubted that notice of abrogation 
has been served. In some quarters the 
opinion is expressed that the President 
did not care to take the responsibility for 
terminating most of the system of com- 
mercial treaties applying between the 
United States and the rest of the world, 
under a single clause of a long law that 
was aimed to accomplish an entirely dif- 
ferent purpose, namely, the upbuilding of 
the American merchant marine. 


Administration officials are reported as 
feeling that an extension of the 90 days 
is ssible. How this could be is not 
explained, although it is generally un- 
derstood that most of the treaties or 
their particular clauses involved would 
not become abrogated until some time 
after notice of such abrogation was sent. 
This would be in effect a prolonging of 
the life of such treaties or treaty clauses. 

Perhaps it is with this in mind that the 
view is heard expressed in department 
circles that all will be well, for Congres 
will be in session before the time when 
abrogation would become effective and 
could take any action necessary to make 
matters right. Congress could repeal or 
amend section 34 of the merchant ma- 
rine act or enact other legislation bear- 
ing upon the commercial treaty situa- 
tion, and the Senate could consider any 
proposition that might be made to ratify 
new or amended commercial treaties. 

General belief almost has been ex- 
pressed by officials that the foreign na- 
tions concerned in the 25 treaties affected 
by the merchant marine act would not 
consent to abrogation of those clauses of 
such instruments which restrict the right 
of America to discriminate in favor of 
American ships, and that such a posi- 
tion on their part would mean abrogation 
of the whole treaties. Such abrogation, 
it is held at the Department of Com- 
merce, would be followed by automatic 
application of those provisions of the 
present tariff law that provide for dis- 
crimination of 15 per cent. in the duties 
favoring goods imported in American 
ships, as against imports in foreign 
ships. 

Admiral Benson, chairman of the Ship- 
ping Board, does not agree with this 
view, but holds that no such discrimina- 
tion would be applied against foreign 
ships unless provoked by some act or 
policy of the foreign government con- 
cerned. 

Secretary of Commerce Alexander. who 
was active in connection with the enact- 
ment of merchant marine legislation, 
holds that even if abrogation notices are 
served by the President no harm will 
come to American foreign trade. He says 
that foreign interests are behind opposi- 
tion to section 34 as well as other pro- 
visions of the merchant marine act, in 
an effort to prevent the upbuilding of a 
great American merchant marine.

INDUSTRIAL ALCOHOL 


Plant in Canada Inspected by Domin- 
ion Officials—lIs First of Kind 


in Canada 


TORONTO, Sept. 8, 1920. 


Canada’s first plant for the manufac- 
ture of industrial alcohol, that of the 
Canadian Industrial Alcohol Co., Ltd., at 
Corbyville. Ont., has just been visited by 
the new Prime Minister of the Dominion, 
Hon. Arthur Meighen, P. C., K. C., M. P., 
and by Hon. F. S. Tolmie, Federal Min- 
ister of Agriculture, and Hon. Dr. J. 
Reid, Minister of Railways and Canals. 


Premier Meignen expressed the great- 
est interest in the future of the alcohol 
industry as an essential part of a na- 
tional chemical industry and examined 
the processes in detail. The visiting 
cabinet ministers were informed by the 
management of the disabilities still hin- 
dering the full development of the enter- 
prise. It was pointed out, among other 
things, that only bonded manufacturers 
can even yet obtain grain alcohol for use 
in the arts without payment of an ex- 
cise duty of $4.40 per proof gallon on 
grain alcohol of domestic manufacture 
or an import duty of equal amount on 
the foreign article. 

The insistence of the Inland Revenue 
Department upon the use of their methyl- 
ated formulas instead of pyradin or other 
basis was also alluded to as a source of 
unnecessary expense to the producer of 
alcohol. The ministers pointed out that 
as the old Minister of Inland Revenue 
had retired and his successor was at 
present in the midst of an election cam- 
paign, nothing could well be done in 
these regards for the present. 


Mint Growers’ Survey Indicates 35,- 
000-Pound Reduction in Crop 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 9, 1920. 


The special committee appointed by the 
Peppermint Growers’ Association to 
make a survey of the Indiana and Mich- 
igan crop situation, reports an increase 
of 2,195 in the acreage over last year, 
but a probable reduction of 35,000 to 
40,000 pounds in the yield. A summary 
follows :—Harvested in 1919, 13,405 
acres; old mint to be harvested in 1920, 
10,775 acres; new mint in 1920, 5,262 
acres. The figures on the spearmint crop 
will be rechecked before being given out. 
While most sales so far have been made 
at $6. buyers are holding back with the 
expectancy of driving the price to $5.

So far as the general line mov- 
ing, there was little worthy of mention. 

Despite this there was little pessim - 
ism to be found among the prominent 
factors on the spot. The old story of 
seasonal dullness was related with but 
one addition, namely, that October 
should see the end of seasonal condi- 
tions. Improvement ought to be 
during September, and when October 
arrives buyers ought to be coming into 
the market for supplies. 

Whatever happens in that respect 
and even though this year delay should 
hold back business revival, sellers gen- 
erally are not inclined to worry. There 
is a spirit of confidence abroad which 
js based on the broad ground of supply. 
Demand would have to be pretty poor 
to affect the present market and as the 
cost of crude drugs is the smallest part 
in the production costs of consumers, 
there is little chance that buyers can 
be kept permanently out of the market 
because of prices. 

Optimism is based largely on the 
high cost of collection during the past 
summer and failure of workers to be 
attracted back to the primitive work 
of digging roots, cutting barks and col- 
lecting of beans, berries, leaves and 
flowers. To get goods, collectors in 
the primary market have had to pay 
real money for such deliveries as have 
been made. Sellers on spot in turn are 
paying high prices and there is little 
chance that conditions will be so re- 
versed as to permit consumers to buy 
cheap. A new era is at hand in the 
matter of crude drug prices and it will 
require a national financial upheaval, 
a general shutting down of industrial 
plants paying high wages to labor to 
abort the conditions which make for a 
new understanding of the words “nor- 
mal prices.” 

In fine drugs and pharmaceuticals, 
there was one development of market 
interest and effect—that of a reduc- 
tion in producers’ prices on citric acid 
and citrate preparations. So far as 
citric acid is concerned, the season is 
at an end, and producers’ prices have 
long been out of line. Cancellation of 
acid contracts have come in during the 
week, but that was to have been ex- 
pected. 

This was the leading feature of the 
week. Generally, conditions remained 
about the same as before. The entire 
line of pharmaceutical chemicals have 
held unchanged. Business is slow. All 
factors admit this but expect to see a 
revival begin in October. As there is a 
stricter relation between fluctuation 
in sales and raw material prices, there 
is a sounder basis for business in gen- 


eral, 

Re-sale conditions were generally as 
active as any time duging the past 
month Factors operating from this 


side of the market have pressed stocks 
for especially as dullness has 
affected their balance sheet quite as 
much as it has the first hand sellers. 
Antipyrene, acetanilid, citric acid, 
oxalic acid, formaldehyde, caffeine, 
menthol, camphor, quicksilver, sacch- 
arine—all these represent materials 
which recently were in fairly strong 
position and under control of first 
hands. At present, the resale market 
has the call, and throughout the past 
week it was increasingly evident that 
second hand stocks were the load drag- 
gingprices downward under competi- 
tive circumstances. Such stocks must 
be reckoned with. 

Essential oils continued on the to- 
boggan. Prices fell sharply throughout 
the list and nothing short of demorali- 
zation was to be found in such mate- 
rials as orange, lemon, cassia, rose- 
mary and anise oils. Weak, primary 
markets, weaker spot conditions, 
pressure of resale stocks for 
forced under liquidation, de- 
Sire to tAke losses on goods for- 
merly high priced at primary points, 
but now at very low levels all 
these conditions have stirred the mar- 
ket to the depths. The ultimate result 
will not be achieved for some time to 
come, but it seems certain that prices 
are bound to work downward still 
further before reaction sets in.

ACETANILID.—In the resale market 
the material is being offered on the 
basis of 52c. per pound. Producers ad- 
here to their previous views at 60c. per 
pound, but it is claimed that even they 





are shading this figure under certain 
conditions. 

ALCOHOL.—Reports issued by the 
Government relative to the corn crop 


has been exceedingly optimistic. Ac- 
cording to the surveys of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, this year’s crop 
will reach 3,000,000,000 bushels. While 
prices this year are lower—September 
deliveries of corn are quoted approxi- 
mately $1.42 per bushel, as compared 


with $1.53 per bushel a year ago—in 
the alcohol trade it is a question of 
availability. If transportation pro- 


vided a steady movement of supplies to 
the ethyl alcohol producers, one of the 
factors in shortage of prompt supplies 
would be eliminated. It has been well 
known that the price of alcohol would 


depend largely on the price of corn. 
Supplies of corn will be large. The 
future of alcohol will depend largely 
on production at the distilleries as 
there is little change in raw material 
prices sufficient to bring about lower 


prices. At the moment quotations are 
largely nominal Other varieties of 
alcohol are steady and well maintained 
at former levels. Closing prices 
were:—Methyl, 95 per cent., $3.25@ 3.30; 
97 per cent., $3.35@3.40; denatured, 188

Alcoholic Preparations to Be Barred 
by Navy for Medicinal Purposes 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9, 1920. 

Alcoholic preparations, including 
whisky, will no longer be used in the 
United States navy even for medicinal 
purposes, according to an order recently 
made public by the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery of the Navy Department. 
Naval medical supply depots are direct- 
ed to issue no whisky except to hospi- 
tals, and when the supply now on hand 
is exhausted whisky will be stricken 
from the navy supply list. Purchase of 


liquor will be permitted only in very ex 
treme emergency and when it is 
no longer available, and a naval medical

Acid business has showed little 
change since the report- of last week. 
There has been little increase’ in 
trading and makers and resellers are 
both somewhat concerned over the 
failure of buyers to take on the usual 
supplies for fall delivery. Inquiries 
for a few of the items have been re- 
ceived in better volume and there was 
a fair accumulation of mail and tele- 
graph orders over the holiday, but 
business is still far from being as 
active as it was hoped that it would be 
at the close of the vacation season. 
Makers of acids state that they feel 
that the policy of the banks in re- 
stricting credits and naming high 
money rates is responsible for this 
lack of business. In some quarters it 
is felt that this is a political move 
and that it will continue until after 
the election. Better opinion, however, 
is that it is a rather too drastic policy 
of deflation, and as such will remain 
a factor to be contended with until 
prices are generally on a lower plain. 

There is a wide divergence of prices 
on many of the heavy mineral acids. 
Most of the producers are very firm in 
their ideas of prices on these ma- 
terials and are holding all of them up 
to the levels of former weeks. A few 
weak factors, however, are offering 
considerable concessions on their sup- 
plies, and while the effects of these 
offers are felt only in the New York 
district there is little doubt that they 
are upsetting the market on spot to 
a considerable extent. Many of the 
dealers are able in this way to under- 
sell the producers on spot business, 
and while trading is very light any- 
way, leading producers state that they 
are doing little or nothing in the way 
of immediate shipment business. 

Better supplies of some of the finer 
acids are available owing to heavier 
importations and a very light demand. 
A few of them have weakened ma- 
terially during the past week, although 
most of them are little changed in 
price, Business has been very dull, 
and where goods are in second hands 
shadings of the makers’ prices were 
frequent. The market remains dull 
and trading is hardly better than 
routine in any item.

PHOSPHORIC.—tThere is little of 
this material available. The demand for 
the 85 per cent. is still good and prices 
on spot are far above the levels quoted 
by the producers.

FERTILIZER IN 8. AFRICA 


Dependent on Foreign Sources for Ma- 
terialsk—Imports Inadequate 


With the exception of about 6,000 tons 
of government guano per annum and a 
certain amount of bone manure, the 
Union of South Africa is entirely depend- 
ent on foreign sources for its supplies 
of artificial fertilizers which are neces- 
sary in making the soil of South Africa 
economically productive, states a recent 
consular report. Phosphate fertilizers 
are mostly required for Union soils. 
Nitrogenous ones, with the exception of 
guano, are unsuitable and consequently 
little used. A certain amount of sulphate 
of ammonia, a concentrated nitrogenous 
fertiiizer manufactured in Natal, is ex- 
ported from the Union of South Africa. 

Before the war phosphate fertilizers 
were obtained almost entirely from Great 


Britain and Continental Europe. When 
these sources of supply were cut off ef- 
forts were made to obtain superphos- 


phates and basic slag in the United States 
and Japan, but freights were unavailable 
and prices prohibitive The government 
assisted the farmers by purchasing, -in 
addition to the 6,000 tons of guano pro- 
duced in South Africa, approximately 
4,000 tons of guano from the Southwest 
Africa Protectorate, and restricted its use 


to the growing of wheat. Toward the 
end of 1919 conditions were still abnor- 
mal, although large consignments of 


superphosphates and basic slag were com- 
ing into South Africa 

It is estimated that the Union requires 
annually something like 35.000 tons of 
superphosphates and 10,000 tons of basic 
slag, with the prospect of steadily in- 
creasing requirements. The total imports 
of manures and fertilizers during 1919 
amounted only to 12,617 tons.

The past week has been a rather 
jull one in the fertilizer material mar- 
be There seems to be a hesitancy 
yout placing orders for future de- 
very at this time. There has been a 
slugeish market for several weeks, and 
there has not as yet been any im- 
provement in the demand worth talk- 
ing about. 


There is a good deal of uncertainty 
as to the exact situation in the nitrate 
at soda market, and some of the best 
posted prokers say that they do not 
understand just what the situation is. 
They know, however, that they are 
able to offer nitrate much cheaper 
than they expected to be able to do 
when the price schedule of the Chilean 
producers was announced, It is _evi- 
dent that something has gone decidedly 
amiss With the plans to gradually force 
the price up by limiting sales. Nitrate 
of soda continues to come down. 
September delivery has been sold this 
week at $3.50 per hundred pounds. 
Futures are quoted as low as $3.65, 
and yet the trade figured out, when the 
Chilean trust announced its prices, that 
late in the year deliveries could not be 
offered in this country under $4.20. 
There is a good deal of difference be- 
tween $4.20 and $3.65. It is evident 
that the price in the producing country 
is not being maintained according to 
the schedule as announced. The fact 
that there has been a steady decline 
in the price recently has been a 
hindrance to an active demand; for 
no one likes to buy as long as there 
js a prospect of the price going lower. 
Arrivals of nitrate come in regularly, 
and a market must be found. There 
was one consignment of 8,753 casks 
received at this port this week. The 
spot situation is so demoralized that 
it is said that even $3.50 is not the 
rock bottom price for spot delivery. 
There was an importation of 500 
§ bags of sulphate of ammonia received 
Fat this port from England this week. 
This is the first shipment received here 
since the war. The English Govern- 
ment until recently refused to allow 
the exportation of this material except 
under restrictions that made its im- 
portation to this country impossible. 
The restrictions have been modified, 
however, but it is very doubtful if 
there will be much of this material 
coming in for a good while at least. 
American producers have found a 
good market for American produced 
sulphate of ammonia in Spain and 
other countries that would seem to be 
natural markets for English producers 
and the prices paid would represent a 
better profit that could be expected 
here on imported material of this kind. 
However, it may be that British pro- 
ducers wish to feel out the American 
market in which they formerly did a 
s large business. In the local market 
» there is still considerable second hand 
goods offering, and brokers are able 
to offer it, in double bags, a little 
cheaper than producers are willing to 
quote. It does not seem to be material 
that was originally sold for export to 
Japan that is now being offered. 

There is not much change in the pot- 
Bash situation. German potash con- 
tinues to come in, but most of the ar- 
rivals are consigned to the agents of 
the German syndicate, although it was 
announced when the combine named 
its prices that it would offer only f. o. 
sb. Rotterdam, Hamburg or Bremen. 
At the close of the war England took 
all the German potash that was in 
Germany ready for shipment, and has 
had a great deal to say about the situ-

The demand for animal ammoniates 
continues slow, largely on account of 
the fact that there is so much interest 
in cottonseed meal. 

The domestic prices of phospate rock 
are off a little from the top, and they 
have always been away above the 
prices named for forward deliveries 
for export. There is no weakness in 
the price of acid phosphate, however; 
in fact, sales have been made at South- 
ern ports this week at $21.50, an ad- 
vance of 50 cents a ton. Following 
will be found detailed reports of the 
principal items of the trade: 


NITROGEN FERTILIZERS 


BLOOD TANKAGE.—The market 
for tankage continues quiet. There 
has been little change in the situation 
since our last report, and no improve- 
ment in the demand. There has been 
an improvement in the railroad situa- 
tion since the rates went up, and there 
would not be the difficulty in securing 
cars that there was a short time ago, 
if the demand was active enough to 
interest the trade greatly in the car 
situation. The undertone of the market 
is rather soft, but producers seem will- 
ing to make further price concessions. 
Ground tankage Chicago is $7 and 10c. 
and the New York quotation is nomi- 
nally the same. 

COTTONSEED MEAL.—There is a 
good demand for cottonseed meal, and 
those who purchase early are inclined 
to regret it, as they now seem to ex- 
pect that the price will go lower than 
at present. However, there has been 
no further reduction this week, and 
some people in the trade claim that they 
have not been able to find a price as 
low as $45 a ton f. o. b. mills, except 
for off color meal. Fertilizer mixers 
do not seem partial to off colored meal, 
although its ammonia value may be 
just as high. There continues to be a 
good deal of interest in this market, 
although there was hardly as much 
manifest this week as there was last, as 
some consumers seem -to be so confi- 
dent of a further reduction in the 
price that they are not willing to place 
orders just now. There is sure to be 
a large yield of meal this year, but 
some producers refuse to consider less 
than $50 at the mills, and as high as 
$61 is being asked for meal delivered 
here. 

DRIED BLOOD.—There’ continues 
to be little dmand for ground blood, 
and producrs continue to rest easy be- 
cause of their belief that if the fertil- 
izer mixers do not take it now the 
feeders will take it later. It is a wait- 
ing market as far as this material is 
concerned, but Southern users will be- 
gin to buy soon if they are going to 
require a normal amount for the com- 
ing season. Dried blood, New York, is 
nominally quoted at $7.50@7.75. 

KISH SCRAP.—The catch has been 
light this season, and until a short 
time ago the demand for fish scrap was 
good; so that, although the demand 
recently has been slack, the fish fac- 
tories have no large stocks on hand, 
and are not in a mood to cut prices. 
Pried scrap is still quoted at $7.50 and 
10 cents, and wet at $6.50 and 50 cents 
and some producers are asking $6.75 
and 50 cents for wet. Ground scrap is 
still quoted at $100 a ton. In spite of 
the fact that the demand is light the 
market cannot be called soft; and 
there is even talk that prices are more 
apt to advance than to decline. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA. — The 
most interesting development in the 
sulphate of ammonia market this week 
is the fact that a shipment of 500 
bags reached here for England. There 
has been no British sulphate of am- 
monia on the American market for 
some time. The Bpitish producers 
have waged a long fight against the 
export restrictions imposed by their 
government which made them furnish 
domestic consumers at a low price and 
to charge an export price that shut 
them out from doing an export busi- 
ness. The restrictions have been modi- 
fied, however, and British producers 
are now looking for export business. 
There does not seem to be any reason 
for expecting that there will be much 
foreign Sulphate sold in this country, 
and American producers are now in a 
position to compete with England in 
non-producing countries. There are 
second hands goods being sold at $5.85 
f. a. s. New York in double bags. 
But producers do not seem inclined to 
quote this low, and the market may 
stiffen after the second hands goods 
has been cleared up as it must be 
soon, 

NITRATE OF SODA.—There is a 
weak tone to the nitrate of soda mar- 
ket, and the spot market is especially 
soft. September delivery has sold this 
week at $3.50, and it was reported 
that immediate delivery could be had 
even cheaper. November delivery was 
obtainable at $3.65, and December at 
$3.75. The market just now is in a

Conditions in the fertilizer market here are 
about as they have been of late, with no 
indications that a revival will soon take place. 
Very pronounced quiet prevails, and some 
members of the trade express the opinion that 
the dullness now experienced is more pro- 
nounced than at any previous time Of 
course, as to this there will be differences 
of opinion, but it may be set down as a fact 
that the movement of fertilizer materials of 
all kinds is held down to small proportions. 
It is a common experience that buyers hold 
back whenever there is any tendency of prices 
to sag, while the inquiry increases when the 
quotafions are on the upward trend 

Much of the hesitancy experienced is directly 
due to a feeling that the reaction in the range 
of values may go further, leaving buyers with 
stocks acquired at relatively high figures on 
hand. Consequently, despite the assurances 
of sellers generally that in their opinion prices 
have touched bottom and that a rebound may 
be looked for, the calls for stocks show no 
improvement, Such supplies as are needed 
for immediate use find takers at very fair 
figures, but with the prompt demands satisfied 
it is very: difficult to interest purchasers. 
Every on@ wants to wait and see what the 
future may bring forth. The idea that a 
period of readjustment upon a distinctly lower 
basis hag taken a firm hold upon the minds of 
business men, and nothing short of an actual 
rise will serve to dissipate this assumption. 

As a matter of fact, there are no really 
heavy recessions to be reported. Such _ re- 
visions &@s Rave been and are being made in 
the price lists do not exceed modest margins, 
and there are not wanting predictions that 
the decline -has gone as far as it will go. 
Naturally, only the future can determine 
whether these forecasts rest upon a substantial 
foundation or whether they are mere assump- 
tion. Against the arguments that other things 
are coming down and that fertilizer materials 
will move with them stands the question of 
supply and demand. Of course, as stated, 
the demand is for the time being held in 
abeyance to a large extent, but there is bound 
to be a reassertion of needs And it is to be 
said that no such additions to the available 
supplies have been made from any direction 
as to warrant the conclusion that offerings 
will run ahead of the wants of the trade or 
even keep easy pace with them. Ultimately. 
to be sure, such a balancing of supply and 
demand may be expected, but till then the re- 
quirements are likely to exceed the 
brought out. Sellers are not pressing for or- 
ders, and have evidently decided that they 
will get their opportunity in due time, so that 
there is nothing to be gained by appearing too 
eager. 

FISH SCRAP.—According to some reports in 
the trade fish scrap has eased off in a meas- 
ure, but other statements contradict such 
claims, and this seems to be the best infor- 
mation obtainable on the subject The catch 
of fish remains relatively small, so that the 
additions made to the stocks of scrap do not

Cincinnati Trade in Reporter Indus-

Shipments 
CINCINNATI, Sept. 7, 1920 

In spite of the fact that there is a 
feneral impression that freight traffic on 
the majority of the railway lines has been 
speeded up considerably during the past 
several weeks, oil, paint and drug deal- 
ers in this locality say that they are hav- 
ing almost as hard a time getting ship- 
ments through as they have had for the 
past several months.

This is done in 
order to prevent cars lying on the side- 
tracks and in the yard for an indefinite 
period. ain

CHESTNUT.—This extract is steady 
at the former levels of 34c. per pound 
for the clarified 25 per cent tannin. 
There has been no change in the situa- 
tion since last week. Demand is rather 
light but prices remain firm in first 
hands. 

COCHINEAL.—The market is very 
dull and uninteresting. No business of 
consequence was closed during the past 
week. Holders are quoting from 60c. to 
65c. per pound as to grade, but would 
doubtless accept a bid for their supplies.

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Peace in the Indiana Territory 


The code of trade practices to govern the busi- 
ness of marketing oil in the Indiana territory has at 
last been revised to meet the objections raised by 
the Standard Oil Co. (Indiana) at the meeting held 
in Chicago on June 22. It will be recalled that 
this meeting was convened as a result of joint ac- 
tion taken by the American Independent Petroleum 
Association and the Independent Oil Men’s Asso- 
ciation to adopt a set of trading rules and regula- 
tions that would serve to correct some of the serious 
marketing abuses that prevailed in the Indiana ter- 
ritory. 

_;« the meeting rules and regulations were pro- 
posed, discussed and amended by more than 1 30 oil 
men who came from all parts of the territory to 
“bury the hatchet."” The sessions began at 10 a. 
m., and it was 7 p. m. when the Independent Oil 
Men signified their assent to the rules and regula- 
tions as amended at the meeting. The Standard Oil 
Co. (Indiana) representatives stated that the first 
three sections of the proposed ‘‘code,”’ which related 
to “Curb Pumps and Tanks,’ ““Agency Agree- 
ments” and the “Sale of Curb Pumps and Tanks,”’ 
would have such wide effect that they would have 
to be veterred to the heads of their company for 
consideration. A committee of nine was appointed 
from the independents to confer with the Standard 
Oil Co. officials and the code finally agreed upon, 
modified and changed to meet the views of the lat- 
ter, Is now ready to be presented to the oil men in the 
Indiana territory. 

For a long time the feeling between the Standard 
and independent organizations in the Indiana terri- 
tory has been one of antagonism and bitterness. _ Ir- 
regularities in the marketing of oil were rife. In 
order to obtain advantages both factions gave secret 
rebates and discounts, and the marketers lost no op- 


portunity to run down and disparage a competitor's 


product. All this now gives promise of becoming a 
thing of the past through the getting together of all 
¢ differing interests upon a basis of co-operation 
and mutuality. 

If the rules and regulations now ready for the 
approval of the marketers in the Indiana territory 
are received with favor (see Reporter, Sec. II, for 


September 6, 1920, page 10), then they will be 
f considered by the Federal Trade Commission as a 


code of trade practices from which the oil men in 
: Indiana territory will not be permitted to deviate.

England’s Petroleum Policy 

It is evidently a task of no mean proportions for 
American oil interests to hold on to their concesstons 
abroad, if we are to judge from the statement made 
by A. G. Dana, representative at Jerusalem, Pal- 
estine, of the Standard Oil Co. of New York, which 
statement is printed elsewhere in this issue of the Re- 
porter. The belief prevalent in the United States 
that the English are planning to control the petroleum 
resources of Palestine, Mesopotamia and Persia is 
strengthened by Mr. Dana, who states that his men 
were prevented from pursuing their activities in both 
Palestine and Mesopotamia, presumably by the 
British. 

Great things in an oil way are expected in these 
regions, believes Mr. Dana, and he shows the 
importance of the proposed pipeline which the Brit- 
ish have already surveyed from Haifa, the deep 
water harbor port for Palestine at the head of the 
Mediterranean, to Bagdad, in the southeastern end 
of Asia Minor, on the Tigris River. To extend the 
line to the Persian Gulf is a comparatively easy task. 
This would afford a gateway for the Persian oil 
fields. 

Mr. Dana is not at all 
chances of carrying on development work in Meso- 
potamia in the near future, owing to the unsettled 
condition of the country. In Palestine it will take at 
least two or three years before the Standard Oil Co. 
will be enabled to pursue its work of exploration 
away from the large cities. It took eighteen months 
for supplies to reach Mr. Dana from the United 
States. 

In between the lines of Mr. Dana’s statement can 
be read a story of intrigue, deception and false 
diplomacy. If the rumors heard in Palestine regard- 
ing the British financing of the Emir Feisal revolt 
and the furnishing of ammunition and supplies to his 
troops to carry on a warfare against the French 
Government have any foundation in fact, then fur- 
ther proof is not needed of England's desire to dom- 
inate or control the future petroleum supplies of the 
world. Evidence is slowly accumulating that tends 
to prove conclusively that American interests indeed 
will have a hard time of it to hold on to their foreign 
oil concessions wherever these concessions can in any 
way be controlled by English interests.

Field Reports 

Good things bear repetition, so it may be permis- 
sible here to once more state that the weekly budget 
of field reports from the United States producing 
areas indicate most thoroughly that operators are 
doing their uttermost to increase the output of crude 
oil. While the week under review has failed to pro- 
vide any exceptionally outstanding features in the 
news, there are contained many statements bearin 
out the assertion above made. Skeptics outside of 
the industry who are heard from time to time to 
state that they know the oil men are holding back 
production so as to maintain present prices would be 
readily confounded were they to scan closely and 
intelligently the weekly statements of the operations 
going on in each of the several fields of the United 
States. 

But unfortunately the best efforts do not bring 
forth as much oil as they desire or really as much 
as could be conveniently used to meet the constantly 
mounting demands for oil and its derivatives. The 
last reports show that while in many of the field 
groups there were more wells completed in the week, 
there was at the same.time scarcely any more oil 
obtained than in the preceding period. Some fields 
were more fortunate in this respect and did obtain 
increased \production, but the increase has not become 
such as would warrant any holding back of pro- 
duction. 

The high grade Eastern fields in the last week 
were notable in that while more wells were finished, 
the gain in new production was so small as hardly 
to warrant it as a gain over the previous week. But 
operators in that field are pushing their work for all 
they are worth, as the saying goes, and are endeavor-

ing to finish as much as possible in advance of the 
cold weather. The Kansas field provided the most 
sensational news of the period in that there were 
two wells of the gusher class obtained in the State, 
one being a 6,000-barrel well and the other flowing 
at a rate of 5,000 barrels daily. North Central 
Texas showed to good advantage in the matter of 
production, gaining some 5,000 barrels in daily 
average output, though there was a decrease in the 
number of wells finished in the week. This was due 


to poor weather generally.

Eastern 

The weekly review of the work being done in the 
high grade fields east of the Mississippi River indi- 
cates that there is no letup in activity on the part of 
operators, who reported a healthy increase in the 
number of wells completed in the seven-day period. 
But while there were more wells finished, the total 
of new production was barely more than that of the 
previous week, it being so infinitesimal, so to speak, 
that it was not considered. The synopsis of the 
week’s work shows that there were 215 wells com- 
pleted in the week, and of these 23 were gassers, 
34 dry holes and the balance producers giving a 
total new output of 5,267 barrels of oil daily. The 
failure of this field group to better its production for 
the week was held largely due to the fact that West- 
rn Kentucky failed to maintain its previously estab- 
lished record for new gushers. In addition, there 
was considerable bad weather, which to some ex- 
tent retarded favorable progress on a number of 
undertakings. Operations, however, are pushing their 
work for all they are worth just now so as to com- 
plete as much as possible before the setting in of 
cold weather. Kentucky reports a casing scarcity, 
with second-hand material being sold by outsiders, 
who are asking almost double the prices of old-line 
supply houses.

Canada 

While there has been considerable work put 
through or being pushed to completion in the Cana- 
dian fields, there has been little of unusu.! interest 
in the last week. One of the important events in 
the Okotcks field was the forming of a merger by 
several large producing interests in that field. It is 
reported that the new comoination expects to begin 
an active enlargement of work. Further details of 
the strike on the Mackenzi> River basin were re- 
ported from returning members of the crew, all of 
whom spoke most enthusiastically of the future of 
the new oil field, though admitting that it will take 
considerable time before the pro'-ction will be of 
any consequence. 





Gulf Coast 

There were no large completions reported last 
week in the Gulf Coast fields, though the number of 
wells finished included two which were regarded as 
exceptionally important for several reasons. The 
v ells completed and showing production totaled 15, 
giving an initial aggregate output of 3,995 barrels 
of oil. The new production was just 55 barrels more 
than that obtained in the week previous. The drill- 
ing synopsis for the week shows an increase of 10 
rigs drilling, though there was a decrease of four in 
derricks or locations, making a net increase of rigs 
of six. Of the new production, the Hull district 
contributed 1,800 barrels, while West Columbia 
gave 735 barrels and Barber’s Hill 700 barrels

Kansas 

The Kansas field received some excellent tonic 
during the last week, when both the Covert-Sellers 
and the Blankinship pools gave up a gusher each 
ranking in the big league class, so to speak. The 
Covert-Sellers gusher came in on the Piper lease and 
was estimated at 6,000 barrels daily. This is re- 
garded as the largest well ever obtained in the field. 
In addition to the large production obtained there 
is another important feature about this latest well 
and that is—it is from an entirely new sand for that 
region. The sand is down 2,362 feet, and it is 
asserted that it is different from other sands found in 
the Covert-Sellers district. If this is so, it may be 
possible that Kansas is once more about to experience 
a big oil boom, a new sand with the evident produc- 
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ing potentialities shown by this latest well indicating 
that other gushers of importance may be obtained 
from it. The other big well of the State last » eek 
was brought in in the southeastern region of Butler 
county and was estimated at 5,000 barrels daily, 
the top of the sand being found at 2,423 feet and 
being drilled into 39 feet.

North Central Texas 
Relatively slow progress was made by operators 
in the North Central Texas fields during the week 
just passed, and as a result the current report sho s 
little that is out of the ordinary. Heavy rains re- 


cently throughout the field group have been respon- 
sible for the retardment of work. Nevertheless, the 
operators have been pushing as hard as they can, 
with the result that, in spite of all handicaps, during 
the last week they succeeded in increasing the daily 
average production over that of the previous period. 
Total daily average production was estimated at 
196,000 barrels last week, which compares with a 
total of 191,000 barrels daily in the preceding 
period. Stephens county showed the greatest gain of 
the districts in this group, and the Iowa Park district 
of Wichita county also made a favorable increase. 
Eastland county provided some excitement when it 
was announced that a well thought to be a dry hole 
and about to be given up suddenly showed signs of 
oil, and on being drilled to 3,550 feet a flow of 15 
barrels was obtained. This was gradually increased 


to 200 barrels daily.

North Louisiana 

While there were 22 new wells completed in the 

North Louisiana fields in the week under review, the 

majority of them were: of the average size. The 


statement in the form of a gusher flowing 4,000 
barrels initially from a depth of 2,000 feet. This 
last mentioned completion may be regarded as ex- 
ceptionally good news to the fraternity in view of 
the fact that the completions in the region from wiich 
the big well was obtained have been of a rather 
mediocre size as compared with the gusher.

‘dead ones."’ Reports from other regions in this 
field group were of an encouraging nature gener- 
ally, though no unusual features developed.

CHICAGO REFINED MARKET 

The weekly report of trading on the Chicago 
market for petroleum and refined products shows 
that there is considerable dullness prevailing under 
quiet trading. This is due principally to the fact that 
there has been a three-day holiday period within 
the week, and factors in the market, both buyers 
and sellers, have been taking a short resting period. 
Prices have remained exceptionally firm all around, 
however, though some items show signs of increased 
stocks on hand. The one exception to the firmness 
was heavy oil, which declined slightly. Fuel oil and 
gascline, together with kerosene and other products, 
were unchanged.

President Riddle’s Remarks 


Ninety-five per cent. of the employes 
of the oil and gas industry in West Vir- 
ginia are native West Virginians, ac- 
cording to George B. Riddle, of Wheel- 
ing, president of the West Virginia Nat- 
ural Gas Association, whose “annual ad- 
dress” started off the convention. 

The relationship between employer and em- 
ployed, between superintendents and work- 
men, is unique inasmuch as the nature of the 
business makes it months between personal 
meetings and the utmost confidence one in an- 
other is therefore essential. The operators 








of gas and oil properties in West V inia 
often do not see their wells for months at a 
time and employes assume the responsibility 


of taking care of wells and properties. This 
peculiar phase of the oil and gas business 
makes it necessary that men of integrity and 
loyalty should be engaged, and President 
Riddle therefore declared that in his annual 
address he spoke to the highest type of citi- 
zens of West Virginia. 

The gas business is important to West Vir- 
ginians, not only because outside capital and 
home capital employs native West Virginians, 
but because the activities result in the dis- 
tribution of rentals to 40,000 royalty holders 
in West Virginia. These rentals come with- 
out any exertion on the part of the land 
owner, President Riddle points out, and make 
an important contribution to the _ State's 
wealth. The amount of royalties and rentals 
annually paid is almost $6,000,000. The 
amount of taxes paid to the State by natural

Oil Company Official Says No 
Word Received on Re- 
ported Abrogation 


Interest was manifested in the news 
item printed in the Reporter of Septem- 
ber 6 concerning the abrogation § of 
grants enacted during the Tinoco regime 
in Costa Rica, and the determination of 
its nationals as expressed by their repre- 
sentatives to have the concessions of a 
large American oil company dealt with 
by the courts or through negotiations 
with the United States.

Total of 81 Companies Holding 26,-

TABASCO OIL PROSPECTS 





Mexican State Presents Opportunity— 
Development Held Up—British 
Active There 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8, 1920. 


The American Consul at Frontera, Mex- 
ico, has submitted a report on petroleum 
prospects in the State of Tabasco which 
should be of interest and quite appro- 
priate, he says, in connection with the 
“dawning of the present age of oil, bring- 
ing with it sooner or later an acute sit- 
uation wherein every possible source of 
supply of petroleum will be exploited.” 

Up to the present year, probably due 
as much to the lack of interest in oil 
exploitation in Tabasco, when other 
sources of supply are so readily accessible 
in Mexico, as to the political situation 
there, very little exploration has been 
made, according to the report. However, 


wells have been dug and oil found in such 
quantities that the British company (El 
Aguila) has considered it wise to keep 
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a superintendent on the ground, though 
apparently not willing or ready to de- 
velop these properties under conditions of 
the last five years. In the meantime con- 
siderable territory has been leased and 
bought for future development pending 
such time as may be selected for real 
action, or when other sources of supply 
have been exhausted. 

Nevertheless, the report states, there 
still remain, unleased and unexploited, 
considerable portions of the State, includ- 
ing the areas in the Chontalpa district, 
prospectively rich in oil. A geological 
formation similar to that in the Tampico 


oil region and other visible manifesta- 
tions on the surface of its rivers and 
lakes give promise of rich oil deposits. 


Fortunately for the future development 
of oil in Tabasco, these regions are read- 
ily accessible by water to the coast, 
though extensvie harbor improvements 
will be necessary to enable large vessels 
to enter the principal rivers. But unlike 
that of the Panuco River country.  Ta- 
basco is said to be exceedingly rich in 
agricultural resources, the development 
of which would likewise be promoted by 
other allied investments. 

It is noted, the Consul concludes, that 
the past few weeks has seen a revival 
of interest in petroleum in his district, as 
several representatives of English com- 
panies have visited Villahermosa, the 
capital of Tabasco. with the ostensible 
purpose of looking over prospects.

BANKS OIL CO. 
STOCK SALES TOLD 


Promotor Sued by Salesman for 
Alleged Commissions 


Flotation of stock of the Banks Oil Co., 
Inc.. is brought to light in a suit begun 
in the Supreme Court by Leslie C. Harris 
against Harry L. Mandeville, who is al- 


leged to have charge of the promotion 
scheme which resulted in the sale of 
several hundred thousand dollars worth 


of the stock to investors. 

Harris, through his attorneys, Lorence 
& Harkvay, of 42 Broadway, alleges that 
pursuant to an agreement entered into 
on March 8, 1919, between the defendant 
and Huey P. Long, Jr.. and which was 
modified on March 29, by O. K. Allen, as 
trustee, Mandeville was engaged to un- 
derwrite the capital stock of the Banks 
Oil Co., Inc. In furtherance of the prop- 
osition Harris says he was employed by 
Mandeville as an assistant with the un- 
derstanding that he was to receive one- 
fifth of the gross profits arising from the 
deal. Under the modified agreement Har- 
ris declares his share of the prospective 
profits was increased to three-tenths and 
the life of the contract extended to No- 
vember, 1920. 

It was provided, says Harris, that 
Mandeville would keep an account of all 
transactions connected with the under- 
writing and upon request of Harris fur- 
nish monthly statements. There was also 
to be a division of profits from time to 
time. 

Through his efforts Harris asserts he 
disposed of a large number of shares of 
stock at a considerable profit. Despite 
the obligations of the defendant, he says, 
no accounting was rendered of the sales. 
While expressing the belief that his share 
would amount to $40,000, Harris declares 
he received but $16,402, and he sues in 
the Supreme Court for an accounting; 
payment of all sums due him; an injunc- 
tion during the pendency of the action 
restraining the defendant from disposing 
of any of the moneys realized on the 
sales, and the appointment of a receiver 
to take possession of all funds accruing 
from the gales.

Oil Stock Promoters and Salesmen in 
Legal Tangle Over Sale of 
Shares 


TRENTON, Sept. 8, 1920. 
M. J. Gunsberg and J. S. O’Connell, 
two of five partners of the Industrial 


Finance Co., fiscal agents here for the 
Commercial Oil Shale Refining Co., have 
been released from the Mercer county 
jail after Saul Grill, a stock salesman 
for the company, had withdrawn a 


charge of embezzlement against them. 
Gunsberg and O'Connell were arrested 
last week. irill claimed that the oil 


company promoters persuaded him to in- 
vest $840 in stock. They later returned 
part of the money, he said, but refused 
to give him the balance, either in money 
or in stock certificates. Grill had been 
held in $300 bail earlier in the day on 
charges of Gunsburg. who declared he 
had received a bad check for $100 from 
the salesman. 

Gunsburg and O’Connell stated later 
that Grill never purchased any stock, as- 
serting that he owed Gunsburg, for the 
company, an amount far in excess of the 
reported investment in stock. 

Grill went to Justice of the Peace 
John J. Kents in company with Herbert 
Kent, a partner of the company, and 
withdrew his charges. Gunsburg and 
O'Connell, however, declared their in- 
tention of proceeding with the action 
agaist Grill for the bad check, and in- 
timated that there would be _ further 
charges later. Grill also made an em- 
bezzlement charge against E. L. Martin, 
another partner. who could not be locat- 
ed last night. This charge has also been 
withdrawn.

Informed of the decision of the court, 
Mr. Hallanan this afternoon stated that 
the cases would be taken to the Supreme 
Court of Appeals and this assertion was 
acquiesced in by Attorney General E. T. 
Iengland. In addition to the two suits in 
which the decisions were handed down 
today, there are several others of a simi- 
lar nature pending ‘in which other oil 
and gas companies in various parts of 
the State are the plaintiffs against the 
State Tax Commissioner. 

“The conclusion we reach,” says Judge 
Rummer in his opinion, “is that the 
transportation act is too plainly in effect 
a tax burden upon that which the State 
has no power to regulate, namely, inter- 
state commerce, And in so far as the law 
affects intrastate commerce, it is only 
incidentally and the two are so closely 
interwoven in the act, which treats them 
as one, that the. court cannot separate 
the taxes imposed upon them and say 
that one is constitutional and the other 
unconstitutional. 

“This conclusion renders unnecessary 
an examination of the numerous other 
grounds advanced for invalidating the 
law, or passing upon the motion to strike 
from the bill the words “incidental stor- 
age’ wherever they appear. A decree 
may be prepared, restraining the defend- 
ants from enforcing the transportation 
tax act against the plaintiff in any re- 
spect.” 

The pertinent portions of the law un- 
der consideration read as follows :— 

No person, firm or corporation, hereinafter 
called company, after the first day of July, 
1919, shall engage in or continue in the busi- 


ness of the transportation of crude oil or 
petroleum, or the distillates thereof, or of 
natural gas, by means of pipeline, without 


the payment of an annual privilege tax hereby 
imposed for engaging in such business; pro- 
vided, however, that nothing contained in this 
act shall apply to any person, firm or corpora-

On the other hand, numerous decisions have 
held not only that the property of a corpora- 
tion engaged in interstate business ts not ex- 
empt from taxation by a State, but also that 
a State may impose a license or other tax 
upon such corporation for the privilege of 
doing business within the State, and may 


measure the amount of such tax by reference 
to property used in interstate commerce, or in- 
comes derived from the interstate commerce. 
After citing decisions on these points, 
the court further states in his memoran- 


dum :— wal 


But it is apparent when all of these cases 
are read together, that although the State may 
inaugurate such a system of taxation, to be 
valid it must not in its practical effect and 
operation burden interstate commerce. 

The transportation tax act now in question, 
so far as it affects the plaintiff, seeks to 


a license tax upon the privilege of trans- 
porting oil by means of pipelines. 

Let us grant the contention of defendants 
that the tax is upon the privilege of so trans- 
porting oil within the State. The amount of 
the tax is sought to be measured by a rate 
per barrel of all such oil so transported with- 
in the State. But, admittedly, very much the 
greater part of the oil is transported is mov- 
ing in interstate commerce. The law imposes 
in practical effect a tax and burden upon each 
barrel of oil transported, whether in interstate 
or intrastate commerce. It is argued that the 
tax is only upon a certain privilege, but it 
is seen that the amount of the tax depends 
absolutely upon the quantity of oil transported. 
If the amount of oil transported is great, the 
tax for the privilege is large; if the amoant is 
small, the tax for the privilege is decreased in 
proportion. And this oil which is thus taxed, 
or which thus fixes the amount of the privi- 


levy 


lege tax, is chiefly oil which is concededly 
moving in interstate commerce. In our opin- 
ion, this too closely approximates a direct tax 


upon the oil itself, or the business of carry- 
ing the same in interstate commerce; and this 
we understand is forbidden by the Federal 
Constitution, as construed in the decisions of 
the Supreme Court of the United States above 
cited, and numerous others. 


Intention of the Legislature 


It is true that not all of the oil transported 
by the plaintiff by means of pipelines is mov- 
ing in interstate commerce. <A _ considerable 
quantity (in the statement above for the year 
ended July 1, 1919, it is 1,239,009.55 barrels) 
is produced in West Virginia, and transported, 
sold and used in this State. As to such oil it 
would seem to be competent for the State to 
impose a privilege tax such as is levied wy 
this law. But has the State done this by the 
act in question If it can be contended that 
the tax affects this particular of) it is only 
incidental to the like tax imposed upon the 
whole body of oil transported. It is plain the 
Legislature did not mean to distinguish as 
between the two classes of oil, for the act 
makes no attempt at a division. We are not 
able to say from an inspection of the act 
whether or not the Legislature would have 
imposed the tax upon the privilege of handling

Texas Co. Sells Holdings 


The Texas Co. has sold its holdings at Hull 
to the Houston Production Co. which is affil- 
jated with the Houston Oil Co. and the Hig- 
gins Oil & Fuel Co. Included is its Palmer 
le of twenty acres, on which it completed 
a 5,000-barrel well that held up a long time 
and was its only important completion in this 
district. Other holdings include the Cantor 
and Day Cantor and Barngrover tracts to the 
south of the Sun Co.’s Carr wells and also a 
small tract out of the Carr land. In all there 
is about 110 acres’ for which the Houston 
Production Co. paid $150,000. There is 350 
barrels production. Its test on the Palmer is 
drilling at 1,300 feet. 

The Sun Co. is placing No. 7 Carr on the 
pump at 2,010 feet, but it shows salt water. 
Its deep test on the Carr homestead, the farth- 
est south of any drilling in the field, is down 
around 3,900 feet. The Empire Gas & Fuel 
Co. completed No. 4 Barngrover, flowing about 
40 barrels, but will place to pumping on 
standard rig. 


At Damon Mound 


The Sinclair Gulf Oil Co. has abandoned No. 
4 Becker at 1,850 feet, at which depth it was 
shot to see if it could be made to be a pro- 
ducer. It is located a mile southwest of pro- 
duction. West Columbia is southeast of Da- 
mon Mound, and, in the light of recent events, 
it is thought more likely that the vein may 
be picked up to the southeast. The real pool 
from which the two or three gushers of Damon 
Mound are fed has yet to be discovered, There 
are seven tests drilling there now, five by the 
Sinclair and two by the Humble Oil & Refin- 
ing Co., located near the last gusher, No. 15 
Bryan, which was completed last March at 
5,000 barrels and is still making 1,500 barrels. 


At Humble 


New work is being done on both sides of the 
river to the northwest. Stribling et al. got 
a 200-barrel well on the Riverside addition 
awhile back which is doing even better now 
pumping 275 barrels a day. Later tests have 
met with failure or indifferent success The 
Simms Co. recently abandoned No. 1 Hamlin 
and the Atlantic Producers have but a small 
well in No. 1 Hamlin which was drilled to 
3,700 feet and got salt water. It has pulled 
back at around 2,800 feet, at which depth it is 
pumping 20 barrels. North of the river the

tivergide at 2,950 feet. Both the Galena 
Signal Oil Co. and the Texas Co. are working 
over old holes on the Stevenson league. The 
Texas Co. is working over No. 22 Landslide, 
and is drilling No. 247 Landslide, a new test, 
at 900 feet, with a location made for No. 245 
Landslide. The company has had a number of 
flowing wells of 5,000 barrels by deepening 
some of its Landslide and Koehler wells and 
wiil drill these new ones to try for the same 
formation.

Shooting Helps Production 


The result obtained by the Atlantic Oil Re- 
fining Co. in shooting its well on the Fields 
tract north of Sipe Springs in Eastland county 
is considered by operators to have a very sig- 
nificant bearing on the status of that whoie 
section of Southern Eastland county lying 
just north of the town of Sipe Springs. The 
first gauge taken on the well after it had 
been shot, according to latest reports from 
Sipe Springs, showed the well was flowing 
by heads and making about 1,000 barrels. The 
well flowed every fifteen minutes 

The significant feature in connection with the 
Fields tract well is the fact that it was a dry 
hole at the usual depth, having been drilled to 
a total depth of about 3,300 feet. It was then 
plugged back to what is known as the Caddo 
lime and shot at 2,380 to 2,470 feet. This is 
the first well in the Sipe Springs district to be 
shot in the Caddo lime, but it is said that 
practically all of the wells in that territory 
have the same formation, and it is considered 
very likely they will be shot at that depth. 
So far only a small and spotted production 
has been found in the northern part of the 
Sipe Springs field at around 3,200 to 3,300 feet. 
A few weeks ago the Puett well of the Pitts- 
burgh Western Oil Co., three or four miles 
north of the field, was shot in the Caddo lime 
and responded with a good flow of oil, about 
500 barrels initial production. 

It is thought by some operators that the 
finding of oil in paying quantities in the Caddo 
lime at 2,300 to 2,500 feet in the southern part 
of Eastland county will revive interest there 
and probably result in much of that section 
of the county being drilled. The Caddo lime 
in that district is said to practically 
all the characteristics of ido lime in 
Stephens county. In many instances it shows 
for very little, if any. production when the 
drill passes through, but good production is 
usually obtained with a good shot of nitro- 
glycerine This has been the case for two 
years or more in various sections of Stephens 
county, some of the largest wells in that field 
having been practically dry until shot. The 
Manning well of the Sinclair Consolidated Oil 
Corporation east of Caddo, the big Carey well 
of the Mid-Kansas and the Harris well of the 
Montreal Oil Co. are examples

and Dallas Authorities—Few 
New Wells Completed

At last the long drawn oui controve be- 
tween the City of Dailas and the Lor: Star 
Gas Co. has been settled The increased rate 





asked by the gas companies Was granted. in an 
ordinance pa unanimously at two readings 
by the City Commission of Dalas, the last city 
served by the Lone Star Gas Co. eto make the 
new rate The ordinance, which placed the 
rate Jo cents per 1,000 cubic feet net, 
to become effective September 15 or upon the 
completion of the Joshua Junction line and 
the actuai delivery of the new supply from the 
West Texas fields, had the emergency clause 
affixed which makes it become effective im- 











mediately upon its final passage Henry Mor- 
ris, vice-president and general manager of the 
Dallas Gas Co., said that the provisions of the 


ordinance wil] be accepted by his company, 
although the minimum charge on the monthiy 
bills will remain at 50 cents as under present 
franchise 


An initial rate of 75 cents a thousand cubic 
feet with the usual 10 per cent. reduction for 
payment within ten days is granted in the 
ordinance to remain in force for a period of 
twelve months During the second two years 
for which the ordinance runs the rate may b 
increased to the consumer 3 cents each time 
the Lone Star Gas Co. is forced to pay 1 cent 
more a thousand feet for gas at the wells, 
provided, however, that the rate never exceeds 
S744 cents or 75 cents net to the consumer dur- 
ing that period At the end of the three 
periods covered by the ordinance the rate will 
revert to the present price of 45 cents net, 
and the present franchise will become again 
operative unless changed by the city in the 
meantime. 





According to the provisions of the ordinance, 
the effective date set at September 15 is 
wholy contingent upon the completion of the 
l§-inch line trom Joshua Junction to a point 
on the Dallas-Fort Worth line and the delivery 
of the new supply through that line Should 
the completion of the line be delayed the ef- 
fective date of the new rate will be postponed 
until it is completed. The Dallas Gas Co. must 
file its acceptance of the provisions of the ordi- 
nance within ten days.of its final passage, and 
the ordinance will not become operative under 
the emergency Clause until this acceptance is 
filed. 


The final passage of the ordinance will bring 
to an end the negotiations between the City 
of Dallas and the gas companies that have 
covered a period of eight months and have been 
definitely broken on two occasions The con- 
troversy began following the serious short- 
age of gas last winter, which was followed by 
public hearings and investigations by the City 
of Dallas, which ended when the City of Dallas 
filed suit against the Lone Star Gas Co. 








The proposai was tnally declined and full 
negotiations broken off between the City of 
Dailas and the gas companies, and the Cox 
Gas Pipeline bill, putting pipeline companies 
under the jurisdiction of the Railroad Commis- 
sion, passed in the special session of the State 
Legislature, which, however, will not become 
operative before the latter part of September. 
With the dissolution of the North Texas Gas 
Users’ Association, following the withdrawal 
and signing up of practically every city for 
the new rate except Dallas, and the resignation 
of Commissioner Reppert and appointment of 
Commissioner Blaylock, the attitude of the 
commission toward the increased rate changed 
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to some extent, and it was generally under 
stood that the increase would be granted 


soon as a_new proposal was made the City pe} 
Dallas. Now everybody is happy and ‘feel 
that they will have an adequate supply of gas 


the coming winter.

The one gusher of the past week 
was found on the R. L. Weaver tract by the 
Hope Natural Gas Co., which has been the 
luckiest of all the producers during the pres- 
ent summer. Their No. 4 on this farm, which 
was drilled in the first of the week, is re- 
ported to have started off at the rate of 300 
barrels a day and still holding up at better 
than 250. This is the largest well that has 
been completed in the State for more than a 
year. Another well of importance as to its 
production in the same county is that of the 
Continental Oil & Gas Co., on the B. F. 
Weaver farm, which is making at the rate 
of 70 barrels a day. Both of these welfs are 
in the defined limit of the field and are of im- 
portance only for the amount of their produc- 
tion, as they are not in advance of other 
wells in that section. 


Average of Wells Increased 


During the past week there were forty-four 
wells completed in the West Virginia fields, 
as against fifty-six wells for the previous 
veek Of this number twenty-five are re- 
ported to have been producers good for from 
one to 300 barrreis a day; eight dry holes 
have been reported and a tal of eleven gas 
wells have been drilled in The total new 
production for the week was 663 barrels, or 
an average of a little better than 22%, barrels.

Big Companies Hold Ground 








In ich fields as hose that have been 
opened in Gilmer cour , Roane county and 
other ctions of the middle and southern sec- 
tions the State the larger companies have 
been a to hold their own in the matter of 
production to a great extent Some have not 
been able to keep the amount of their oil in 
the pipelines up to the fikures of a year ago, 


but in most instances the production has been 
at bout a fair average Hiowever, with the 
v r coming on, when the wells will para 
ne and the production naturally drops off 
about 20 per cent., there is little likelihood 
that the operators will be able to keep up the 
average they have maintained during the 
summer. 

There is really no new territory in the 
State that can be developed at this time. 
Gilmer county has been coming to the front 
with the greater part of the new production 
for the past few months, with Roane county 
helping to some extent The lower counties 
of the State, from which a great deal has 
been expected, especially those cqunties along 
the Kentucky border, have not shown up with 
anything worth while, and the general con- 
clusion is thet there is nothing worth while 
down in that section. The formations are bad 
on the West Virginia side, it is said, and there 
is little chance of opening up a field. Most 
of the wells completed down in that section 
recently have been dry.

These losses in cubic centimeters seem to be 
relatively constant and not necessarily depend- 
ent upon the saturation However, as pointed 
out previously, when the loss is Staved in per- 
centage it is dependent upon the saturation 
The joss wi.l differ to some extent with differ- 
ent gases, aS shown by the variance of this 
curve from the one developed by Mr. Creve- 
ling, and naturally is to be expected because 
different gases will have gasoline of wholly 
different characteristics as regards low or high 
boiling point fractions and gravity. This rep- 
resents an error in gas testing which is not 
generaily considered, and, while small, should 


be taken into account 


Rate of Distillation 


In the speed of distillation of a mixture of 
gasoline and mineral seal oil there is a wide 
range of time in which the same results will 
be obtained In a series of runs with the con- 
denser temperature held at 32 degrees F., the 
receiver being packed in ice and the only vary- 
ing factor being the size of flame, which was 
wo regu ated that the oil came to the tempera- 
ture of 3) degrees F. in periods ranging from 
7 to 43 minutes, it was found that of the re- 
coverable gasoline 100 per cent. was condensed 
on runs ranging from 12 to 27 minutes, but 
when the speed was increased to less than iz 
minutes the yield dropped rapidly and at 7 
minutes only 70 per cent. was obtained. Also 
on a distillation which lasted 43 minutes the 
yield dropped to 91 per cent (Fig. 2). This 
maximum will also vary with different gases, 
but by regulating the distillation rate so as to 
keep well within these limits the chances of 
error are decreased. 

In the case of too rapid distillation the 
vapors evidently pass so rapidly through the 
condenser that they do not become sufficiently 
cool to condense, while in the case of a very 
siow rise in temperature the light hydrocar- 
bons with their high vapor pressures are more 
completely fractionated from the heavier ones 
of the gasoline present, and dut to these high 
vapor pressures and the absence of the lower 
vapor pressure hydrocarbons a greater loss in 
evaporation takes place. 


Temperature of Condenser 


In determining the temperature under which 
a condenser can be held for best results, dis- 
tillations were made with the speed constant 
(144 min.) on the same oil of known gasoline 
content, the only varying factor being the tem- 
perature of water in the condenser box. Dis- 
tillations were made with the variations of 
temperature in the condenser ranging from 32 
degrees F. to 110 degrees F. by ten-degree in- 
tervals. The curve in figure 3 shows the re- 
sults obtained. It will_be noticed in figure 3 
that from 32 degrees F. up to 60 degrees F. 
there is no loss in gasoline, but from 60 de- 
grees F. to 110 degrees F. there is an increas- 
ing loss. Hence attention of those who depend 
upon water entirely for cooling condensers is 
called to the fact that this cooling agent, if 
used without ice or circulation, will be a 
source of error (Fig. 4). 


Mineral Seal “Ring” 


istilling gasoline from mineral seal oil, 
wite = ocamnard condenser with the bulb of 
the thermometer at the vapor outlet of the 
flask, 350 degrees F. is considered to be the 
maximum temperature, in that all of the gaso- 
line will be driven off when that temperature 
is reached. This would indicate that a lag 
in the thermometer would be expected at this 
point. Such is not the case, however, as the 
lag takes place nearer 300 degrees F_ than 350 
degrees F., and the temperature dose not in- 
crease noticeably until the mineral seal vapors 
reach the neck of the flask, at which time the 
thermometer rises rapidly to 470 degrees F. (or 
to the initial boiling point of mineral seal oil). 
Because of this rapid rise of temperature 
great care must be exercised to prevent min- 
eral seal from passing into the condenser. If 
the neck of the flask is watched carefully as 
the end of the distillation draws near, a con- 
densing ring of mineral seal will appear at the 
base of the neck, and will gradually rise. 
Operators will find that by watching for this 
condensing mineral seal oil and removing the 
burner when the ring is about half an inch 
below the vapor outlet tube, better control can 





be exercised than by reading the thermometer 
and cutting at 350 degrees F. 

The data given above are representative, and, 
as previously pointed out, different gases with 
gasoline vapor of different characteristics will 
give slightly varying results These results 
will, however, not differ greatly, because the 


same principles apply in all cases It is there- 
fore hoped that the information contained here- 
in will be of value to those who test gas by 


this method, by giving them ranges of opera- 
tion which can be used with security. 


SUMMARY 


1. Saturation of the absorbing oil should be 
as high as possible in the first compartment 
and as low as possible in the last. 

2. Pereentage of gasoline recovered by dis- 
tillation is dependent upon saturation of oil 

3. The temperature should be raised to 350 
degrees F. in not less than 12 minutes nor 
longer than 30 minutes. 

4. Condensers should be held at a tempera- 
ture less than 60 degrees F 

5. The distillation should be stopped by 
means of the mineral seal ‘‘ring’’ rather than 
by temperature readings
